THE  BOND  ISSUE 

The  educational  campaign  to  in- 
form voters  of  the  bond  issue  amend- 
ment vote  on  November  6  was  launch- 
during  the  summer  and  thus  far  has 
brought  results  that  are  most  grati- 
fying. It  has  been  found  that  rela- 
tively few  voters  know  that  such  an 
amendment  is  to  be  placed  on  the  bal- 
lot, and  the  great  task  confronting 
campaign  workers  is  immediate  and 
further  dissemination  of  information. 
Various  methods  have  been  adopted 
and  are  in  course  of  execution,  main- 
ly through  county  chairmen  and  the 
distribution  of  over  a  million  copies 
of  an  eight-page  folder  telling  the 
bond  issue  story  in  a  nutshell.  It  has 
been  found  that  when  the  average 
voter  is  informed  of  the  $8,000,000 
amendment  and  its  need  by  the  col- 
lege he  immediately  pledges  his  sup- 
port and  becomes  a  worker  in  its 
cause. 

The  Penn  State  bond  issue  amend- 
ment is  to  be  No.  2  on  the  ballot  car- 
rying a  total  of  14  amendments  for 
"Yes"  or  "No"  vote.  A  majority  of 
the  total  number  of  votes  cast  either 
way  on  any  one  amendment  will  de- 
termine its  passage  or  defeat. 

Faculty  members  available  during 
the  summer  have  responded  gener- 
ously to  calls  from  E.  K.  Hibshman, 
director  and  Dean  Stoddart,  in  charge 
of  the  speakers'  bureau  established 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  speakers 
for  meetings  in  various  parts  of  the 
State.  Plans  for  the  advancement  of 
faculty  participation  will  be  announc- 
ed later.  Campaign  financing  is  pro- 
vided through  alumni,  who  authorized 
the  raising  of  such  a  fund  at  their 
June  meeting  and  former  students, 
parents,  and  friends  of  the  college 
and  of  public  higher  education.  Ap- 
proximately 50,000  alumni,  former 
students,  parents  and  others  have  re- 
ceived supplies  of  the  bond  issue  fold- 
er entitled  "Give  Your  Vote."  Fac- 
ulty members  who  can  use  copies  of 
this  folder  to  advantage  may  obtain 
them  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Information,  175  Old  Main.

Professor  J.  O.  Keller,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Engineering  Exten- 
sion announces  that  about  October  1, 
the  first  of  a  series  of  eight  Foreman- 
ship  monographs  wii  come  from  the 
press  of  the  McGraw-Hill  Co.  The 
work  was  compiled  by  Professor 
George  F.  Mellen.

VOTE  EARLY  —  VOTE  "YES"  ON  AMENDMENT  No.  2 
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BOND  ISSUE  REPORT  , 
The  Associated  Press  Monday  morn- 
ing', with  231  districts  to  be  heard 
from,  112  of  them  in  Alegheny  county, 
announced  that  379,974  voters  had 
voted  "yes"  on  the  college  bond  issue, 
and  413,616  had  voted  "no."  This  is 
a  majority  of  15,642  "no"  votes 
against  Amendment  No.  2,  and  at  this 
stage  of  the  count  practically  assures 
loss  of  the  measure.  The  official 
count  is  now  being  awaited  from  Har- 
risburg,  and  may  not  be  l'eady  for 
several  days.  The  unofficial  count 
does  not  include  returns  from  Berks 
or  Delaware  counties,  where  an  even 
break  may  be  expected,  or  Erie  county 
where  a  fairly  favorable  majority  is 
expected,  but  hardly  enough  to  pass 
the  amendment.  All  bond  issues  are 
reported  not  passed.  The  college  is- 
sue polled  the  largest  vote  of  any 
bond  issue  amendment,  and  on  Mon- 
day led  the  next  nearest  by  65,447 
votes.

VACATION  ABSENCE  RULE 

Under  the  vacation  absence  rule 
adopted  by  faculty  action,  students 
absent  from  a  class  during  the  24- 
hour  period  just  before  or  after  the 
Christmas  recess  without  an  official 
permit  shall  be  barred  from  that  class 
by  the  instructor  until  a  readmission 
permit   is   granted. 

I  should  like  to  say  just  a  word 
about  this  vexing,  but  necessary  rule. 
Its  sole  purpose  is  to  aid  instructors 
in  keeping  their  classes  intact  at  times 
when,  without  such  a  rule,  absences 
would  disrupt  the  class  work.  An  in- 
structor might  be  willing  that  a  few 
students  in  his  class  should  be  absent, 
but  he  would  be  quite  unwilling  to 
have  a  majority  of  his  class  absent. 
But  it  is  likely  that  a  majority  of  any 
class  could  urge  as  legitimate  reasons 
for  expecting  favors,  if  favors  can 
be  granted,  as  could  a  few.  It  would 
be  obviously  unfair  for  us  to  do  for 
a  few  that  which  we  could  not  do  for 
all  others  with  claims  of  equal  merit. 

I  have  found  that  most  students  will 
recognize  the  logic  of  this  situation 
if  we  explain  the  larger  difficulties  to 
them.  In  short,  the  large  majority 
of  students  will  resent  it  if  favors  are 
granted  with  partiality  to  a  few;  and 
the  large  majority  of  instructors  will 
be  embarrassed  and  be  put  in  an  un- 
fair position  if  a  few  instructors  make 
special  concessions  or  special  arrange- 
ments which  the  majority  of  instruct- 
ors cannot  make. — A.  R.  Warnock, 
Dean  of  Men.

SENATE  MINUTES 

The  December  meeting  of  the  Senate 
was  held  in  Room  14,  Liberal  Arts 
Building,  Thursday,  December  13, 
President  Hetzel  presiding.  The  Sen- 
ate will,  in  the  future,  meet  in  this 
room. 

As  a  special  order  of  business  the 
President  instructed  Professor  Espen- 
shade  to  present  to  Dr.  Pattee  the 
testimonial  that  had  been  drawn  up 
by  a  special  Senate  Committee  after 
which,  a  recess  being  declared,  the 
members  of  the  Senate  greeted  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Pattee. 

Regulations  concerning  the  method 
of  computing  averages  to  date  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Standards. 

Regulations  concerning  the  method 
of  conducting  commencement  exercises 
were  presented  by  the  Committee  on 
Public  Occasions.  These  regulations 
were  accepted  by  the  Senate  and  will, 
in  the  near  future,  be  issued  to  all 
faculty   members    in   printed   form. 

The  Senate  voted  that  Mr.  Jean 
Thorsell  ,a  graduate  in  the  curriculum 
in  Forestry,  be  permitted  to  gradu- 
ate from  the  curriculum  in  Educa- 
tion, provided  he  meet  the  require- 
ments for  that  degree  and  spend  in 
residence  not  less  than  one  semester. 

The  Senate  voted  to  approve  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee 
on  Courses  of  Study,  creating  new 
courses  and  making  certain  changes 
in  curricula  already  established. 

The  report  of  the  committee  as 
adopted  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  the  abolishment  of  the  priv- 
ilege now  extended  to  Pre-Medical 
students  of  obtaining  a  bachelor's  de- 
gree from  this  college  after  success- 
fully completing  three  years  here  and 
one  year  in  an  approved  medical 
school. 

The  report  of  the  committee  as 
adopted  contained  the  following  regu- 
lations concerning  the  Graduate 
School  and  the  numbering  of  courses 
in  the  Graduate  and  undergraduate 
schools  of  the  College: 

1.  That  additional  work  be  no 
longer  required  of  graduate  students 
in  courses  open  to  both  graduate  and 
undergraduates. 

2.  That  the  passing  grade  for  grad- 
uate credit  in  these  courses  be  2. 

3.  That  instead  of  being  designated

PROFESSOR  BROOME  DIES 
Professor  C.  O.  Broome,  of  the  De- 
partment of  Architecture,  died  at  his 
home  in  State  College,  December  29, 
after  a  two  weeks'  illness  of  pneu- 
monia.

by  a  star  in  the  catalogue  these  cours- 
es open  to  both  graduate  and  under- 
graduates be  given  four  hundred 
numbers. 

4.  That  all  courses  now  starred,  if 
they  are  of  proper  quality  be  changed 
to  four  hundred  numbers;  in  some 
cases  additional  courses  need  be  pro- 
vided with  four  hundred  numbers, 
leaving  the  old  courses  purely  under- 
graduate in  character. 

5.  That  certain  courses  now  purely 
undergraduate  in  character  be  given 
four  hundred  numbers  when  approved 
by  the  Graduate  School. 

6.  That  all  courses  now  bearing 
four  hundred  unmbers,  but  which  are 
not  approved  for  graduate  work,  be 
changed  to  numbers  lower  than  four 
hundred. 

The  Senate  also  referred  back  to 
the  committee  the  consideration  of  the 
titles  of  certain  new  courses  offered 
by  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metal- 
lurgy, the  committee  to  be  augmented 
by  the  addition  of  Dean  Steidle  and 
Dean   Sackett. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  spe- 
cial committee  on  Examinations,  Re- 
examinations and  Exemptions  the 
Senate  voted: 

1.  To  rescind  the  action  of  the 
Senate  on  January  25,  1925,  reading 
as  follows:  "No  examinations  for  sen- 
iors be  scheduled  during  the  second 
semester,"  so  that  seniors  will  now 
be  under  the  same  examination  regu- 
lations as  are  other  students. 

2.  That  rule  number  20  on  page 
14  of  the  1924  edition  of  the  Regula- 
tions Affecting  Students  be  rescinded. 
This  rule  reads  as  follows:  "With  the 
permission  of  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment concerned,  an  instructor  is  al- 
lowed to  exempt  students  from  final 
examinations  provided  they  have 
a  semester  grade  of  at  least  eighty- 
five  per  cent."  It  should  be  noted 
that  this  rule  does  not  state  that  there 
must  be  an  examination  in  a  course 
but  that  if  an  examintion  be  given 
all  students  in  the  course  arc  required 
to  stand  examination. 

3.  A  student  having  a  grade  of  -1 
in  any  pre-requisite  course  may  not 
continue  in  a  dependent  course  unless 
he  maintains  a  passing  grade  in  the 
dependent  course  at  all  times  through- 
out the  course. 

In  order  that  the  instructor  may 
know  whether  or  not  a  student  in  his 
class  has  a  grade  of  -1  in  the  pre- 


requisite  course: 

4.  The  Registrar  is  instructed  to 
furnish  to  all  instructors  as  early  each 
semester  as  is  feasible,  a  list  of  all 
students  who  have  grades  of  -1  on 
their  records  with  a  statement  of  such 
subjects  in  each  case. 

Recommendations  from  the  Gradu- 
ate School  offered  as  changes  in  exist- 
ing Senate  regulations  were  tabled  for 
consideration  at  the  January  meeting. 

The  Senate  voted  to  grant  first  hon- 
ors at  any  of  the  three  Commencement 
dates  to  the  upper  ten  per  cent  of  the 
graduating  class,  provided  that  the 
minimum  average  of  those  receiving 
first  honors  be  2.15;  and  that  second 
honors  be  granted  to  the  remainder 
of  the  upper  twenty  per  cent  of  the 
graduating  class  provided  that  the 
minimum  average  obtained  be  1.85. 

A  correction  to  the  minutes  of  May 
21,  1925  was  made.  The  corrected 
regulation  is  as  follows: 

"Whenever  a  student  has  been  ab- 
sent without  excuse  from  a  subject 
as  many  consecutive  (this  word  omit- 
ted in  the  minutes)  times  as  there  are 
exercises  per  week  in  that  subject  (or 
in  the  case  of  subjects  in  which  the 
class  meets  but  once  a  week,  has  in- 
curred two  consecutive  absences)  the 
instructor  shall  report  the  fact  to  the 
student's  dean.  The  dean  shall  then 
investigate  the  case  and  if  he  finds 
that  the  student  has  left  college  shall 
report  the  fact  to  the  registrar."

REPORTING  GRADES 

At  the  end  of  the  present  semester 
grades  will  be  reported  to  the  office 
of  the  registrar,  as  they  were  during 
the  past  summer  session,  on  cards  pro- 
vided by  the  registrar.  They  will  be 
reported,  however,  to  the  offices  of 
the  several  deans  on  the  forms  used 
in  previous  years.  Instructions  in  de- 
tail for  preparing  the  cards  will  ac- 
company the  cards  when  they  are  de- 
livered  to   the   instructors   concerned. 

These  cards  are  punched  in  code 
for  the  name  of  the  student  written 
on  the  card  and  with  the  section  and 
course  number  for  which  the  student 
is  scheduled  with  you.  These  cards 
should  be  returned  promptly  to  the 
office  of  the  registrar  where  they  will 
be  sorted  mechanically  so  that  all 
grade  report  cards  for  an  individual 
student  will  fall  in  one  group,  there- 
by greatly  facilitating  the  case  of  re- 
cording grades. 

This  list  of  names  is,  I  hope,  correct 
and  complete.  However,  I  have  en- 
closed a  small  number  of  blank  cards 
which  may  be  used  if  any  names  have 
been  omitted.  Blank  cards  should  be 
returned  if  not  used. 

All  that  it  is  necessary  for  you  to  do 
for  an  individual  student  is  to  place 
the  grade  in  the  space  provided,  and 
sign  your  name  in  full  on  the  first  card 
when  the  cards  are  arranged  alpha- 
betically, using  your  initials  only  for 
the  remaining  cards.  A  rubber  stamp 
may  be  used  but  on  the  first  card  it 
should  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
actual  signature  of  the  instructor.  The 
space  for  credit  need  not  be  filled  in 
except  where  it  varies  from  the  cata- 
log. 

IMPORTANT.  These  cards  should 
be  kept  in  an  envelope  and  should  not 
be  kept  loose  in  the  desk  or  with  a 
rubber  band  about  them  or  with  clips 
holding  them  together  since  any  ir- 
regularities or  roughnesses  on  the 
card  will  make  it  impossible  for  them 
to  be  sorted  by  machinery.

SENATE  MINUTES 

The  January  meeting  of  the  Senate 
was  held  in  Room  14,  Liberal  Arts, 
January  17,  Dean  Watts  presiding. 

The  secretary  announced  that  the 
trustees  had  approved  the  recommen- 
dation abolishing  the  regulation  per- 
mitting Pre-Medical  students  to  take 
their  fourth  year's  work  at  medical 
schools.  He  announced  further  that 
the  trustees  had  voted  to  establish 
a  new  rank  in  the  collegiate  staff  to 
be  known  as  Graduate  Stipend  Schol- 
arships. The  regulations  for  these 
scholarships  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Appointees  must  have  an  ap- 
proved bachelor's  degree  and  must 
show  promise  of  ability  to  do  research 
or  to  carry  on  graduate  study;  (2) 
Service  to  the  college  shall  require 
not  more  than  one-fourth  the  time  re- 
quired of  instructors  or  full  time  as- 
sistants in  the  school  or  department 
in  which  employed;  (3)  Appoint- 
ments shall  be  made  on  recommenda- 
tion of  department  heads  and  deans 
with  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  School;  (4)  Gradu- 
ate scholars  will  serve  as  assistants 
in  classroom  or  laboratory  instruction 
or  in  research  or  office  work;  (5)  Ap- 
pointments to  be  for  ten  months,  Sep- 
tember 1  to  June  30 — special  appoint- 
ment for  the  Summer  Session  may 
be  made;  (6)  The  stipend  shall  be 
$300;  (7)  Enrollment  in  the  Grad- 
uate School  is  obligatory  and  not  more 
than  a  four-fifths  schedule  may  be 
carried  or  not  more  than  four-fifths 
of  a  full  year's  graduate  work  may 
be  completed  in  any  one  year;  (8) 
The  appointee  to  a  Graduate  Stipend 
Scholarship  shall  pay  registration  and 
graduation  fees,  but  is  exempt  from 
the  graduate  student  and  practicum 
fees;  (9)  The  appointee  to  a  Grad- 
uate Stipend  Scholarship  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  reappointment  while  a  can- 
didate for  an  advanced  degree. 

The  Senate  voted  that: 

For  determining  a  student's  stand- 
ing in  reference  to  honors  of  any 
kind  the  average  to  date  shall  be  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  all  grades  on 
the  student's  entire  academic  record. 

Regulations  concerning  the  Gradu- 
ate School  were  adopted  as  follows. 

1.  Requirements: — A  course  for 
the  Master's  degree  requires  a  mini- 
mum of  thirty  credits  and  consists 
of  one  major  and  not  more  than  two

SENATE  MINUTES 
(Continued  from  other  side) 
minor  subjects.  Residence  require- 
ments may  be  met  by  twenty-four 
credits  earned  in  two  semesters  or  in 
one  semester  and  two  six  weeks  sum- 
mer sessions,  or  in  four  six  weeks 
summer  sessions.  Students  not  ade- 
quately prepared,  or  assistants  and 
other  part-time  students,  will  require 
more  than  this  time  to  attain  the 
Master's  degree.  Six  credits  earned 
in  the  extension  classes  of  The  Penn- 
sylvania State  College,  or  in  super- 
vised courses  under  the  direction  of 
the  head  of  the  major  department, 
may  be  offered  as  partial  fulfillment 
of  the  credit  requirements.  (In  this 
connection  see  also  the  following  para- 
graph dealing  with  "Work  Done  Else- 
where" and  "Extra-mural  Graduate 
Work").  All  requirements  must  be 
met  within  a  period  of  six  years  from 
the  date  of  matriculation  in  the  Grad- 
uate School  of  The  Pennsylvania 
State  College. 

2.  Work  Done  Elsewhere:— Can- 
didates presenting  credentials  from 
other  approved  institutions  may  thus 
secure  advanced  standing  up  to  six 
credits,  provided  they  complete  the 
work  for  the  degree  by  twenty-four 
credits  earned  in  residence. 

3.  Extramural  Graduate  Work: — 
Regularly  approved  graduate  course, 
when  offered  in  extension  classes  by 
members  of  the  graduate  faculty,  may 
be  taken  for  credit  towards  a  Mas- 
ter's degree.  Credits  thus  earned 
shall  satisfy  the  proportional  require- 
ments but  not  more  than  six  credits 
of  the  requirements  for  a  degree  may 
be  met  in  this  manner.  Candidates 
for  such  credit  must  be  regularly  en- 
rolled in  the  Graduate  School. 

It  was  voted  that  for  those  courses 
bearing  a  number  in  the  500's,  and 
which  are  strictly  graduate,  be  not 
marked  on  the  basis  of  grade  points 
and  that  satisfactory  work  be  indi- 
cated by  pass  and  unsatisfactory  work 
be  indicated  by  fail,  it  being  remem- 
bered that  in  all  other  work  taken  in 
the  Graduate  School  the  passing  grade 
is  2. 

It  was  announced  that  two  addi- 
tional John  W.  White  Fellowships 
had  been  established  making  the  total 
available  next  June  three. 

In  connection  with  a  petition  from 
a  candidate  for  a  degree  the  Senate 
voted  to  reaffirm  the  residence  require- 
ments of  the  institution.

HETZEL  'IN  WASHINGTON 
President  Hetzel  spent  the  week  be- 
fore last  in  conferences  with  state  and 
national  officers  relative  to  legislation 
affecting  the.  interests  of  the  College. 
The  first  half  of  the  week  v/as  spent 
in  Harrisburg  where  the  President 
was  in  conference  with  the  Governor, 
the  Budget  Officer  and  leading  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature.  He  reports 
that  he.  found  a  most  sympathetic  at- 
titude on  the  part  of  all  of  the  state 
officers  toward  the  requirements  of  the 
College.  The  appropriation  measures 
are  still  in  committee  and  will  prob- 
ably not  be  reported  out  until  toward 
the  close  of  the  session. 

The  President  was  in  the  national 
capitol  in  the  capacity  of  Chairman  of 
the  Eexceutive  Committee  of  the  As- 
sociation of  Land-Grant  Colleges  and 
Universities.  While  there  he  inter- 
viewed President  Hoover,  members  of 
the  Cabinet  and  leaders  of  Congress 
relative  to  the  introduction  of  legis- 
lation looking  to  the  future  develop- 
ment of  the  work  of  the  land-grant 
institutions  particularly  in  the  field  of 
research  and  extension  work. 

Doctor  Hetzel  will  probably  return 
to  Washington  this  week  in  order  to 
appear  before  committees  of  Congress 
in  connection  with  hearings  on  the 
proposed  legislation.

WILL   TOUR   GERMANY 

Recognition  has  come  to  the  College 
in  the  selection  of  Professor  Lucretia

A  change  in  regulations  of  the 
Graduate  School  now  offers  opportun- 
ity for  students  to  meet  the  residence 
requirements  for  the  master's  degree 
by  earning  24  of  the  30  required  cred- 
its in  four  six-weeks  Summer  Sessions 
at  the  College.  Six  credits  earned  in 
extension  classes  of  the  College,  or 
in  supervised  courses  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  major  department,  or  in 
other  approved  institutions,  may  be 
offered  in  fulfillment  of  the  total  30 
credits  required. 

Previous  requirements  for  the  mas-

MR.  R.  I.  WEBBER  DIES 

The   College   lost  one   of   its   oldest 
and  most  valued  emjfioyees  last  week 
in  the  death  of  R.  I.  Webber,  superin- 
tendent of  grounds  and  buildings  for 
the   last   eleven   years.     Mr.    Webber 
died  at  his  home  last  Tuesday  morn- 
ing after  leaving  his  office  about  9:30. 
Mr.  Webber  came  to  the  College  in

DR.  I.  L.  FOSTER  DIES

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CLASS  CARDS 

Class  cards  have  been  issued  for  all 
students  who  registered  up  to  and  in- 
cluding Wednesday  evening  with  the 
exception  of  approximately  two  hun- 
dred cards  which  are  in  error  and 
which  must  be  traced  in  many  cases, 
through  the  scheduling  officer  con- 
cerned. This  new  type  of  class  card, 
which  is  similar  to  the  card  for  re- 
cording grades  for  the  second  semes- 
ter of  the  last  academic  year  is  used 
for  one  reason  only,  to  facilitate  the 
recording  of  grades  at  the  end  of  the 
semester  by  being  able  to  sort  the 
cards  mechanically.  It  is  therefore  ab- 
solutely necessary  that  each  instruc- 
tor protect  his  cards  by  keeping  them 
in  an  envelope  and  using  no  rubber 
bands  or  metal  clips  to  hold  the  cards 
together  since  any  mutilation  of  the 
edge  defeats  the  purpose  of  the 
card — mechanical  sorting.

The  first,  deliver- 
ed by  V.  C.  Coffman,  was  on  biocol- 
loids;  the  second,  by  S.  L.  Hoyt,  on 
metallography;  and  last  year's,  by  H. 
B.  Williams,  on  medicine. 

A  general  survey  of  the  field  of 
ceramics,  glasses,  glazes,  and  enamels, 
natural  minerals  and  their  properties, 
porcelains,  and  refractory  oxides  are 
among  the  topics  to  be  discussed  by 
Dr.  Navias.  Detailed  announcement 
of  che  subjects  and  dates  will  be  made 
in  the  Faculty  Bulletin  next  month.

SENATE   MINUTES 

At  the  meeting  of  the  College  Sen- 
ate on  December  19  forty-five  mem- 
bers were  present  and  President  Het- 
zel  presided. 

The  following  additions  to  Senate 
Committees  were  announced:  To  the 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards, 
Professor  P.  B.  Breneman;  and  to  the 
Committee  on  Research,  Deans  Stei- 
dle  and  Whitmore. 

The  Committee  on  Courses  of 
Study  presented  a  report  which  re- 
commended the  establishment  of  two 
new  curricula — Music  Education  and 
Journalism.  The  entire  report  of 
the  committee  was  adopted,  and  the 
new  curricula  accepted  for  recom- 
mendation to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Calendar  Committee  present- 
ed a  report  which  will  be  finally  con- 
sidered at  the  meeting  of  the  Senate 
in  February,  the  Senate  voting  to 
meet  one  week  earlier  that  month  in 
order  that  the  question  might  be  con- 
sidered in  time  to  include  the  calen- 
dar in  the  catalog. 

The  Senate  voted  to  approve  and 
adopt  the  folloAving  recommenda- 
tions: 

1.  All  changes  in  a  student's  sched- 
ule, except  in  extraordinary  cases, 
must  be  made  within  two  weeks  af- 
ter the  beginning  of  the  semester. 

2.  (a)  In  all  cases  affecting  the  ad- 
ding or  dropping  of  courses,  the  reg- 
ular form  prescribed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  Registrar  shall  be  used. 

(b)  A  change  in  section  within  a 
specified  course  to  another  section  of 
the  same  course  meeting  at  the  same 
time  may  be  made  by  the  depart- 
ment giving  the  instruction  in  that 
course  without  the  usual  drop-add 
form. 

(c)  When  a  change  in  section  with- 
in a  specified  course  to  another  sec- 
tion of  the  same  course  meeting  at 
another  time  is  made,  the  regular 
form  prescribed  for  dropping  or  ad- 
ding a  course  shall  be  used. 

The  Senate  further  voted  that  all 
previous  legislation  in  conflict  of  the 
above  provisions  be  rescinded. — Wm. 
S.  Hoffman,   Secretary.

SENATE  MINUTES 
At  the  meeting  of  the  College  Sen- 
ate January  16  it  was  voted  to  ap- 
prove the  appointments  to  the  John 
W.  White  and  the  Louise  Carnegie 
Scholarships.  The  awards  are  pub- 
lished elsewhere  in  this  bulletin. 

The  Senate  approved  certain  new 
courses  as  recommended  by  various 
college  officers. 

The  Senate  voted  to  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  that  chapel  at- 
tendance no  longer  be  compulsory, 
the  chief  reason  advanced  being  the 
lack  of  space  in  the  present  college 
chapel. 

The  Senate  interpreted  the  rule  of 
December  18,  1924,  concerning  sub- 
stitution of  R.  O.  T.  C.  advanced 
courses  as  follows: 

A   student   is    entitled   to    substi- 
tute six  credits  of  R.  0.  T.  C.  for 
required    work    in    his    curriculum, 
provided  he  does  not  have  sufficient 
electives,  and  to  substitute  two  cred- 
its of  summer  R.  0.  T.  C.  camp  for 
an  equal  numbre  of  credits  requir- 
ed as   summer  work  and  not  con- 
tained in  the  curriculum   or  under 
direct  faculty  supervision. 
The   Senate   voted  that   the    Presi- 
dent   appoint    a    committee    of    three 
to   inquire    into    and    report    to    this 
body    as    to    the    history    of    military 
training  from  its  inception  at  this  col- 
lege, with  particular  attention  to  the 
exact  legal  status,  if  any,  of  compul- 
sory military  training. 

Two  students  were  permitted  to 
complete  R.  0.  T.  C.  8  by  correspon- 
dence or  otherwise  since  they  would 
not  be  in  attendance  during  the  sec- 
ond semester  preceding  their  grad- 
uation. 

The  Senate  elected  Dean  Stoddart 
to  serve  on  a  special  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  to  study  the 
various  plans  for  faculty  insurance 
and  annuity. 

The  Senate  approved  the  recom- 
mendation oi  the  list  of  mid-year 
graduates  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  appropriate  degrees — Wm.  S.  Hoff- 
man, Secretary.

Passing  grades  at  The  Pennsylvan- 
ia State  College  are:  3,  Excellent — 
90  to  100  per  cent;  2,  Good— 80  to  89 
per  cent;  1,  Fair — 70  to  79  per  cent; 
.0,  Passing — 60  to  69  per  cent.  The 
failing  grades  are:  —  l,.r  Failure — 45 
to  59  per  cent;  —2,  Failure — 0  to  44 
per  cent.  Please  do  not  use  any  other 
system. 

A  grade  must  be  reported  for  ev- 
ery student  in  a  class  unless  (a)  the 
dean  of  the  school  in  which  the  stu- 
dent is  enrolled  has  granted  the  stu- 
dent a  deferred  grade  in  the  subject 
or  (b)  the  student  has  left  college  and 
the  fact  has  been  published  in  the 
Faculty  Bulletin.  Students  absent 
from  final  examination  should  have 
their  grade  reported  as  "— 2AB".  Be- 
fore sending  in  such  a  grade,  instruc- 
tors should  find  out  whether  the  stu- 
dent has  attended  a  conflict  examina- 
tion in  the  subject.  Grade  cards  for 
students  who  have  left  college  should 
be  returned  to  the  office  of  the  Reg- 
istrar as  soon  as  the  name  of  the 
student  is  published  in  the  Faculty 
Bulletin,  after  the  card  has  been 
marked  dropped  and  signed  by  the 
instructor. 

In  order  to  report  grades  the  in- 
structor should  place  the  grade  in 
the  space  provided  and  sign  his  name 
in  full  on  the  first  card  and  use  his 
initials  only  for  the  remaining  cards. 
A  rubber  stamp  may  be  used,  but  on 
the  first  card  it  should  be  used  to- 
gether with  the  actual  signature  of 
the  instructor. 

In  a  limited  number  of  cases  cred- 
it for  a  subject  varies  from  the  credit 
as  printed  in  the  catalog  description 
of  the  course.  This  fact  should  be  so 
noted  on  the  grade  card  as  to  make 
it  easily  noticed  by  the  recorder. 

According  to  college  regulations, 
grades  are  due  at  the  office  of  the 
Registrar  one  week  after  the  final 
meeting  of  the  class,  in  the  case  of 
practicum  subjects;  and  one  week  af- 
ter the  examination  in  the  case  of 
recitation  or  lecture  subjects,  except 
that  for  examinations  scheduled  oi. 
Thursday,  Friday,  or  Saturday,  grades 
are  due  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar 
not  later  than  the  following  Wednes- 
day.    This     means     that    all     grades 
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should  be  reported  to  the  Registrar 
not  later  than  5  p.  m.,  Wednesday, 
February  5,  and  as  much  earlier  as 
is  convenient. 

Envelopes  for  delivering  grades 
have  been  supplied  to  the  offices  of 
j the  deans.  Separate  envelopes  are 
'provided  for  "passing"  and  "failing" 
grades.  The  use  of  these  envelopes 
and  the  personal  delivery  of  grades 
by  the  instructor  to  the  office  of  the 
Registrar  will  greatly  facilitate  and 
expedite  recording. — Wm.  S.  Hoff- 
man, Registrar.

The  make-up  of  the  present  fresh- 
man class,  according  to  rank  in  sec- 
ondary  school   graduating   classes,   is 
given  in  the  Faculty  Bulletin  for  Oc- 
tober 8,  1929.     If  failures  were  even- 
ly distributed   throughout  the   fresh- 
man class,  regardless  of  high  school 
records,   the    percentages    of   failures 
should    parallel    the    distribution    ac- 
cording to  rank;  that  is,  the  36.2  per 
cent    admitted    from    the    first-fifth 
would   furnish    36.2   per    cent   of   the 
failures.     However,  they  furnish  less 
.  than    one-third    of    this    percentage. 
:  Those  from  the   second-fifth   do   fur- 
nish approximately  an  equal  percent- 
:  age  of  failures,  while  those  from  the 
I  lower  three-fifths  furnish  from  2  to  3 
,  times  as  large  a  percentage  of  fail- 
ures.    A    comparison    of    failures    so 
distributed  follows:

Ten  fraternities,  therefore,  with  a 
total  number  of  35  dismissals  for  poor 
scholarship,  are  accountable  for  over 
half  of  the  failures  from  the  frater- 
nity ranks.  Twenty-three  fraterni- 
ties are  responsible  for  the  remaining 


twenty-nine  dismissals.  Twenty-three 
fraternities  lost  no  members.  Nine 
fraternity  freshmen  were  dropped  for 
poor  scholarship  and  three  of  this 
group,  included  in  the  35  students 
dropped,  were  members  of  the  frater- 
nities losing  3  or  more  members. 

Approximately  one-sixth  of  the  stu- 
dent body  is  admitted  with  more  or 
less  advanced  standing.  Of  the  112 
dropped  only  seven  were  so  admitted, 
or  one-sixteenth  of  the  total. 

During  the  first  semester  3501  men 
were  enrolled.  Of  this  number  1821 
were  reported  as  belonging  to  or 
pledged  to  fraternities,  and  1680  were 
non-fraternity.  This  indicates  that 
fraternity  men  represent  52.0  per 
cent  of  the  male  enrollment. 

If  sixty-four  fraternity  men  were 
dismissed  for  poor  scholarship  out  of 
a  total  of  108  men  dropped  (excluding 
the  women  students  dismissed),  we 
have  52.0  per  cent  of  the  student  body 
furnishing  59.2  per  cent  of  the  fail- 
ures. If  the  nine  freshmen  are  de- 
ducted, and  certainly  few  fraternities 
will  initiate  a  man  dismissed  for  poor 
scholarship,  the  fraternity  members 
furnished  50.9  per  cent  of  the  fail- 
ures.— Wm.  S.  Hoffman,  Registrar.

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SENATE  MINUTES 
At  the  meeting  of  the  College  Sen- 
ate on  March  20,  Dean  Sackett,  as 
chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Athletics,  presented  a  report  con- 
taining recommendations  for  non-col- 
legiate athletic  competition.  These 
rules,  as  new  legislation,  were  laid 
on  the  table  for  action  in  April. 

The  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study 
presented  certain  new  courses  and  the 
Senate,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee,  voted  to  approve  for  re- 
commendation to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees the  creation  of  a  curriculum  In 
Argicultural  Engineering  and  in  Oil 
and  Gas  Production.  (These  curricula 
have  been  approved  by  the  Trustees.) 
The  complete  report  of  the  Committee 
is  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Committee 
Professor  Wood  presented  the  fol- 
lowing as  an  amendment  to  Rule  42  of 
the  Regulations  Affecting  Students 
(1924  Edition): 

A  student  who  is  absent  during 
the  twenty-four  hour  period  just  be- 
fore or  after  a  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas,  or  Easter  vacation  with- 
out obtaining  an  official  vacation  ex- 
tension permit,  may  be  reinstated 
in  the  college  only  by  permission  of 
the  Committee  of  Deans  and  the 
payment  of  a  readmission  fee  of 
five  dollars  to  the  College  Treasur- 
er.

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FIRST   SEMESTER'S   WORK 
FOR  CLASS  OF  1932 

The  freshman  class  at  this  college 
for  the  academic  year  1928-1929 
numbered  1204.  A  small  portion  of 
this  group,  37  in  number,  had  trans- 
ferred to  the  college  from  other  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning.  Thir- 
teen students  had  matriculated  at 
the  college  prior  to  September  1928, 
and  were,  for  various  reasons,  again 
enrolled  with  the  classification  of 
freshman.  The  remaining  group  of 
1154,  represents  those  freshmen  ad- 
mitted from  secondary  schools  who 
hud  never  matriculated  previously  at 
any  institution  of  higher  learning. 

This  latter  group  is  made  up  very 
largely  of  graduates  of  the  public 
high  schools  of  the  state  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, since  less  than  five  per  cent 
were  admitted  to  the  college  from 
without  the  state;  and  the  great  ma- 
jority of  those  admitted  from  Penn- 
sylvania came  from  the  public  schools 
system  of  the  state. 

Forty  were  lost  to  this  group  dur- 
ing the  first  semester.  Divided  ac- 
cording to  their  rank  in  their  secon- 
dary school  graduating  class  the  forty 
appear  as  follows :

The  freshman  class  came  from  all 
parts  of  the  state,  with  representa- 
tives from  65  of  the  67  Pennsylvania 
counties.  The  groups  from  the  upper 
three—fifths  of  the  secondary  school 
graduating  class  represent  a  true 
cross-section  of  the  product  of  Penn- 
sylvania secondary  schools.  Those  from 
the  lower  two-fifths,  however,  do  not 
truly  represent  the  product  of  these 
divisions  of  the  secondary  schools  of 
the  state,  since  all  such  applicants 
were  admitted  only  after  passing  ent- 
rance examinations  in  the  subjects  in 
which  they  did  less  well  in  secondary 
school.  This  fact  must  be  remember- 
ed when  comparing  the  records  of 
groups  graduated  in  the  lower  two- 
fifths  with  the  records  of  the  group 
graduated  in  the  upper  three-fifths, 
since  not  only  were  the  "poorer  risks" 
eliminated,  but  those  who  were  suc- 
cessful had  discovered  early  in  their 
college  career  that  hard  work  was 
necessary,  and  had  in  addition,  been 
informed  by  the  admission  officer  as 
to  the  competition  to  be  expected  in  a 
class  room  where  more  than  ninety 
per  cent  of  the  class  were  "first 
three-fifthers"  and  less  than  ten  per 
cent  of  his  own  "academic  level." 

That  the  lower  two-fifths  are  not  a 
true  cross-section  is  evident  in  the  fol- 
lowing tabulation,  which  shows  the 
distribution  of  failures  incurred  by 
these  freshmen  at  the  end  of  their 
first  semester  in  college.

OIL   AND   GAS   CURRICULUM 

The  board  of  trustees  recently  au- 
thorized a  new  curriculum  in  Oil  and 
Gas  Production  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Geology  in 
the  School  of  Mineral  Industries.  The 
need  for  technically  trained  men  for 
these  industries  brought  about  the 
action.  It  is  estimated  that  only  about 
two  per  cent  of  the  men  engaged  in 
these  industries  have  had  engineer- 
ing training  as  compared  with  five  to 
six  per  cent  for  some  of  the  older 
engineering  professions  such  as  civil, 
mechanical,  and  electrical.  The  new 
curriculum  was  planned  with  the  aid 
of  two  advisory  boards,  representing 
leading  executives  and  engineers  of 
the  industry.

^HONORS    AT    GRADUATION 

An  analysis  of  students  graduated 
with  first  or  second  honors  at  the  five 
most  recent  June  convocations  indi- 
cates that  certain  departments  are  far 
in  advance  of  others  in  supplying  can- 
didates for  graduation  with  honors. 

In  1925  first  honors  were  granted 
to  the  first  15  per  cent  of  the  class 
and  second  honors  to  the  second  15 
I  per  cent.  From  1926  on  these  two 
groups  were  reduced  to  ten  per  cent. 
IThe  average  for  the  five-year  period 
j  would  therefore  be  22  per  cent.  The

PLACEMENT    TEST 

As  a  result  of  the  placement  test 
given  by  the  Department  of  English 
Composition,  51  students  have  been 
exempted  from  the  necessity  of  sched- 
uling Engl.  Comp.  1.  The  test  was 
given  to  all  members  of  the  fresh- 
man class  and  to  sophomores  in  the 
Department  of  Forestry  who  spent 
the  freshman  year  at  Mont  Alto  and 
who  take  Engl.  Comp.  1  during  their 
sophomore  year.  Three  sophomores 
so  enrolled  are  exempted,  and  the  re- 
mainder are  freshmen.  Of  the  entire 
group  so  exempted,  two  were  grad- 
uated in  the  fourth-fifth  of  their  high 
school  class  (one  a  sophomore  in  the 
Department  of  Forestry;  the  other, 
a  freshman  in  the  School  of  Mineral 
Industries,  who,  in  addition  to  being 
exempted  in  Engl.  Comp.  1,  made  the 
highest  score  in  the  College  Aptitude 
Test  given  to  those  students  who 
were  admitted  from  the  lower  two- 
fifth  of  their  high  school  class).  Two 
of  the  freshmen  exempted  from  tak- 
ing Engl.

ENGLISH  TEST 

As  a  result  of  the  English  test 
given  to  the  freshman  class,  37  have 
been  exempted  in  English  Composition 
1.  Of  the  37  so  exempted  all  but  sev- 
en were  graduated  in  the  first  fifth 
of  their  hieh  school  class:  five  were 
graduated  in  the  second  fifth,  one  was 
graduated  in  the  third  fifth,  and  one 
in  the  fourth  fifth  of  his  class.  The 
one  who  was  graduated  in  the  third 
fifth  of  his  class  is  actually  a  sopho- 
more in  the  curriculum  in  Forestry 
and  was  admitted  on  certificate  last 
year  without  the  necessitv  of  taking 
the  Minnesota  Aptitude  Test.  The 
person  graduated  in  the  fourth  fifth 
is  a  freshman  in  the  School  of  the 
Liberal  Arts  who  took  the  aptitude 
test  on  August  7  making  a  score  of 
433  out  of  480  answers,  placing  him 
in  the  upper  one  hundredth  of  the 
rlass.

Formation  of  the  General  Committee 

The  question  of  relief  activity  hy 
the  College  came  before  the  Council 
of  Administration.  Upon  discussion, 
it  seemed  that  this  would  be  a  matter 
for  the  entire  College  to  determine 
for  itself. 

Consequently,  with  much  hesitation 
and  great  concern  on  the  part  of  the 
President  lest  any  move  on  his  part 
be  construed  as  coercion  or  as  im- 
plied obligation  to  participate,  Presi- 
dent Hetzel  named  a  committee  rep- 
resenting all  Schools  and  other  Col- 
lege Departments  to  meet  with  him 
that  he  might  lay  the  matter  before 
it. 

This  committee  met.  President 
Hetzel  addressed  it.  He  reviewed  the 
local  and  state-wide  need  of  relief 
situation.  He  raised  the  question 
whether  the  staff  might  not  feel  a 
responsibility  to  aid  in  the  relief,  or 
would  not  desire  to  do  so  in  the  light 
of  our  conceded  good  fortune  of  being 
relatively  distress-free,  with  only 
normal  unemployment  among  us. 

He  then  retired,  leaving  the  entire 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  assembled 
committee. 

General  Principles  Governing 
the  Plan  as  Conceived 

The  committee  organized  at  once  on 
the  basis  of  an  independent  enterprise 
of  the  staff  and  of  the  others  serving 
the  College.  It  quickly  came  to  these 
conclusions: 

First,  that  a  real  need  exists  through- 
out the  State,  is  conceded,  is  evident; 
bread,  butter,  milk,  clothes,  shelter 
for  the  hungry  and  suffering  are  the 
issues;  the  papers,  radio,  personal  ob- 
servation in  the  field  daily  tell  the 
story. 

Second,  that  the  need  is  so  urgent  and 
funds  to  do  relief  work  are  so  quickly 
necessary,  that  it  was  best  to  raise 
the  fund  first  and  determine  its  uses 
•  later,  in  the  meantime  immediately 
making  a  study  of  possible  and  proper 
means  of  its  distribution. 
Third,  that  the  call  for  subscriptions 
is  founded  on  one's  sense  of  respon- 
sibility to  the  State  as  a  State  ser- 
vant and  one's  natural  feelings  of 
compassion  for  his  distressed  fellow- 
creatures. 

Fourth,  that  time   and  circumstances 
do  not  permit  an  analytical  predeter- 
mination  of  the  amount  required   or 
that  could   be  raised  with  certainty; 
that  with  an  annual  salary  aggregate 
of    about    $2,500,000,    a    sum    of    1% 
|  thereof    or    $25,000    is    a    reasonable 
I  sum    considering    its    objectives,    this 
Asum  being  at  once  creditable  and  sig- 
nificant. 


Fifth,  that  setting  the  total  amount 
to  be  raised,  carries  with  it  the  neces- 
sity of  presenting  a  reasonable,  equit- 
able, and  likely  way  in  which  the  sum 
may  be  realized;  hence  the  prepared 
schedule. 

Sixth,  that  the  presentation  of  a 
schedule  is  a  necessity;  that  regard- 
less of  anyone's  previous  conception 
here  or  elsewhere  on  matters  of  this 
sort,  this  schedule  should  not  be  con- 
strued as  an  assessment;  any  sub- 
scription will  be  welcome,  all  are  to 
be  voluntary. 

Seventh,  that  an  individual's  personal 
charities  or  relief  work  are  not  to  be 
looked  into  or  questioned;  that  where 
such  exist,  the  prospective  subscriber 
is  entitled  to  fix  his  subscription  ac- 
cordingly, following  the  principle 
"one's  conscience  is  one's  guide." 

Eitrhth,  that  this  relief  fund  is  to  be 
such  a  relief  fund  that  an  extraordin- 
arily large  percentage  will  be  used 
for  the  actual  purposes  for  which  it 
is  raised;  on  one  is  to  be  employed,  no 
traveling  expenses  are  to  be  incurred, 
no  extensive  machinery  for  collection 
will  be  created,  no  long-continued  or 
costly  studies  of  conditions  are  to  be 
made,  nor  elaborate  plans  for  dis- 
bursing the  funds  worked  up. 

Ninth,  that  the  fund  will  be  used  lar- 
gely at  the  cutting  edge  of  unemploy- 
ment relief. 

Tenth,  that  no  great  portion  of  the 
fund  will  be  simply  turned  over,  with- 
out study  and  deliberation,  to  any 
agency  for  purposes  not  rather  defin- 
itely known  to  the  committee. 

Eleventh,  that,  while  modesty  or 
secrecy  regarding  the  fund  or  its  act- 
ual uses  might  be  laudable,  it  is  prop- 
er to  give  a  limited  amount  of  care- 
fully guarded  publicity  to  the  enter- 
prise. 

Twelfth,  that  since  the  College  is  a 
State  institution  and  since  the  local 
situation  is  not  exceedingly  serious, 
it  seems  proper  that  aid  in  the  al- 
leviation of  the  general  state-wide 
conditions  should  be  given. 

Thirteenth,  that  in  its  efforts  to  make 
the  most  proper  and  effective  use  of 
the  fund,  the  committee  will  work  on 
the  accepted  principle  that  the  College 
has  concern  and  obligation  in  each  of 
the  following  classes  of  relief,  given 
in  order  of  importance  to-wit: 

a.  Institutionally,  to  consider  the  relative 
merit  of  turning  over  some  of  the  relief 
fund  to  the  student  loan  fund,  or  to  afford 
student  employment  and  also  possibly,  if 
the  proper  projects  could  be  found,  to  as- 
sign another  portion  of  the  fund  to  the 
College  in  order  to  keep  on  certain  labor- 
ers who  would  otherwise,  in  due  time,  be 
laid  off. 

b.  Locally,  (meaning  the  borough  and 
township),  to  make  a  brief  but  satisfying 
review  of  the  local  needs,  the  local  plans 
for  relief  of  distress,  and  of  the  possibility 
of  the  borough's  or  township's  undertaking 
some  general,  public  work  of  value  utiliz- 
ing labor  largely,  and  to  subscribe  at  least 
a  normal  amount  to  the  local  distress 
fund,  and  possibly  turn  over  some  of  the 
fund  to  the  borough  or  township  for  labor 
on  some  generally-conceded  desirable  pub- 
lic  work  or   works. 

c.  County-wide,  to  make  some  inquiry, 
preferably  largely  by  mail  or  only  by  mail, 
of   Bellefonte,   Lemont,   Milesburg,   Philips- 


burg,  et  cetera,  and  throughout  the  county 
as  to  tire  distress  and  unemployment  situ- 
ation and  also  as  to  how  and  by  whom 
these  needs  will  have  been  met ;  and  if  any 
real  opportunity  presents,  to  donate  or  use 
at  least  normal  amounts  or  fairly  substan- 
tial sums  throughout  the  county  for  county 
relief. 

d.  State-wide,  to  have  all  extension  agents 
— College  employees,  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  developments  as  to  the  principal 
state  or  major  and  county  agencies  in 
charge  of  relief  and  the  places  and  centers 
in  greatest  need  of  help,  escepially  in  out- 
lying districts  ;  and  to  give  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  fund  to  only  such  agencies, 
or  in  such  quarters,  or  for  such  purposes, 
regarding  which  the  two  committees.  Dis- 
bursing and  General,  feel  fairly  secure  that 
no  extended  criticism,  now  or  later,  will 
come  from  the  subscribers  in  general  or 
from    outside. 

Fourteenth,  that  the  Disbursing  Com- 
mittee will  "disburse"  funds  only  with 
the  approval  of  the  General  Commit- 
tee; that  both  recognize  the  individual 
and  collective  responsibility  of  proper 
and  satisfactory  use  and  distribution 
of  the  funds,  being  concerned  in  this 
matter  to  such  a  degree  that  any  sub- 
scriber will  be  welcome  at  all  times 
to  present  his  views,  et  cetera,  to 
either  Committee  or  sit  in  with  either 
whenever  this  matter  is  under  con- 
sideration. 

Fifteenth,  that  there  will  be  no  exten- 
sive expense  of  either  collecting  or 
disbursing  the  fund,  beyond  the  ex- 
pense of  printing  and  subscription 
cards,  some  stationery,  some  postage, 
and  the  like. 

Sixteenth,  that  subscribers  are  en- 
titled to  and  will  be  given  complete 
information  currently  regarding  the 
progress  of  the  project  and  the  activi- 
ties of  all  the  committees. 
Seventeenth,  that  the  funds  collected 
and  expended  will  be  accurately  ac- 
counted for  and  reported  by  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  which  has  been  se- 
lected. 

Eighteenth,  that  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee will  consider  individual  subscrip- 
tions in  confidence  and  will  publish 
only  number  of  subscribers  and  total 
amount  subscribed. 

Nineteenth,  that  sensing  the  grave 
responsibility  throughout  the  entire 
matter,  the  General  Committee  in- 
vites the  entire  subscriber  body  to 
make  suggestions  and  to  give  advice; 
it  furthermore  will  give  anyone  de- 
siring to  participate  in  any  phase  of 
the  project  an  opportunity  to  express 
his  or  her  opinion,  actually  engage  in 
the  work,  or  partake  of  the  responsi- 
bilities that  develop  or  exist. 
Twentieth,  that  persons  favoring  the 
appeal  will  subscribe  promptly,  on  or 
before  December  19,  in  order  that  the 
success  of  the  appeal  can  be  reported 
before  Christmas  recess,  and  funds 
made  available  for  early  winter  relief. 


Note:  The  foregoing  has  been  pre- 
pared and  issued  by  the  General  Com- 
mittee in  order  to  answer  questions 
and  make  clear  how  the  project  came 
to  be  undertaken  and  to  outline  the 
general  principles  under  which  the 
Committee  has  to  this  day  (December

PROGRESS  REPORT  No.  1 


The  General  Committee  is  happy 
to  state  that  on  this  date  there  have 
been  910  subscribers  to  the  relief  fund 
amounting  to  $17,465.92.  This  indi- 
cates that  the  plan  has  received  whole- 
hearted support  as  an  independent  pro- 
ject of  the  College  staff. 

A  number  of  persons  have  inquired 
whether  it  was  the  intent  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  limit  the  subscription  period 
to  December  19,  1931.  For  obvious 
reasons,  it  seemed  desirable  that  the 
success  of  the  appeal  should  be  antici- 
pated as  early  as  possible.  However, 
by  action  of  the  General  Committee 
the  time  for  receiving  subscriptions  has 
been  extended  to  January  12,  1932,  as 
the  date  on  which  the  Committee 
would  like  to  be  able  to  make  a  definite 
report  of  available  funds  to  the  Dis- 
bursing Committee.  Of  course,  sub- 
scriptions will  be  welcomed  any  time 
up  to  May  1,  1932,  this  being  the  end 
of  the  four  months  period  when  the 
funds  will  be  made  available  for  relief. 

Under  date  of  December  28,  Mr.  W. 
G.  Murtorff,  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  acknowledged  receipt  of 
subscriptions  as  of  that  date,  on  behalf 
of  the  General  Committee.  It  may  be 
added  that  the  financial  obligation  in- 
curred by  the  Fund  to  date  is  less  than 
$25.00. 


The  Finance  Committee 

As  stated  in  the  December  15  issue 
of  the  Faculty  Bulletin,  "Subscribers 
who  earnestly  desire  to  see  their  con- 
tributions go  to  special  forms  of  relief 
may  so  indicate  on  their  subscription 
cards  in  two  general  divisions:  (1) 
Student  Loan  Fund,  or  (2)  General 
Relief.  Under  the  latter  they  may 
indicate  their  contribution  for  (a) 
Distribution  at  the  discretion  of  the 
General  and  Disbursing  Committees: 
(b)  Local  Relief;  (c)  County  Relief; 
(d)  State-wide  Relief,  or  (e)  Any  spe- 
cial request  for  which  the  donor  may 
have    preference." 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee reports  that  the  ear-marked 
funds  stand  as  follows:  General  Re- 
lief. $14,537.50;  Student  Loan  Fund, 
$1,922.76;  Special  Cases,  $368.50;  Local 
Relief,  $395.16;  County  Relief,  $93.50; 
State  Relief,  $148.50,  or  a  total  of 
$17,465.92. 

The  Finance  Committee  now  has  the 
machinery  set  up  for  handling  the  vari- 
ous accounts  in  a  business-like  manner. 

The    Disbursing    Committee 

The  Disbursing  Committee  is  carry- 
ing on  its  work  with  due  care  and 
deliberation.  It  is  making  a  survey  of 
all  recognized  relief  agencies  in  the 
State  and   is  now  engaged  in  assimil- 


ating data  on  every  county  in  the  State 
which  has  been  collected  by  members 
of  the  College  staff  and  from  records 
obtained  from  the  State  Welfare  Bur- 
eau, Department  of  Public  Health,  and 
other  authentic  sources.  It  is  apparent 
"hat  the  greatest  amount  of  relief  should 
be  given  in  isolated,  poorly  organized 
regions  where  there  is  actual  starvation 
and  suffering.  However,  help  will  be 
given  only  through  reliable  local 
agencies.  Some  worthy  relief  can  also 
be  given  through  various  organized 
milk  disbursing  centers  to  under- 
nourished children. 

Professor  D.  C.  Duncan,  Chairman 
of  the  Disbursing  Committee,  reports 
that  during  the  Holiday  Season  a  de- 
sirable amount  of  relief  was  given  in 
certain  section  of  Centre  County  known 
to  be  in  dire  need.  This  early  relief 
was  made  possible  by  cash  subscrip- 
tions. Professor  Duncan  also  reports 
that  proper  action  was  taken  regarding 
the  funds  ear-marked  for  the  Student 
Loan  Fund  and  the  several  "special" 
cases.  The  Committee  feels  that  it 
would  be  unwise  to  give  general  pub- 
licity regarding  the  distribution  of  relief 
funds.  However,  any  subscriber  in- 
terested in  the  details  of  distribution  is 
urged  to  consult  the  official  records  and 
minutes  of  the  Committee.

Engineering 

The  mechanism  of  atomization  of 
liquids  is  being  studied  in  the  oil 
spray  laboratory  by  P.  H.  Schweitzer, 
K.  J.  De  Juhasz  and  associates,  by 
measuring  the  dispersion  of  various 
oil  sprays  when  injected  into  vacuum, 
atmospheric  and  dense  air.  The  pen- 
etration of  the  sprays  will  be  tested 
by  an  improved  ballistic  pendulum. 

A  paper  on  the  flow  of  viscous 
liquids  through  minute  orifices  is  be- 
ing prepared  by  P.  H.  Schweitzer. 

The  November  issue  of  Heating, 
Piping  and  Air  Conditioning  contains 
an  article  by  E.  R.  Queer  on  "The 
Importance  of  Radiation  in  Heat 
Transfer  Through  Air  Spaces,"  pre- 
liminary to  its  presentation  at  the 
joint  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Society  of  Heating  and  Ventilating 
Engineers  and  the  American  Society 
of  Refrigerating  Engineers  in  Cleve- 
land. 

Several  papers  dealing  with  the 
thermal  stresses  in  spheres,  cylinders, 
and  thin  discs,  have  been  prepared 
by  C.  H.  Kent. 

Comparative  tests  for  long  versus 
short  systems  of  flour  milling,  with 
particular  attention  to  the  power  re- 
quired to  drive  the  machinery  on  the 
two  systems,  are  being  made  by  B.  W. 
Dedrick. 

P.  J.  Reber  and  A.  H.  Zerban  are 
investigating  the  performance  of  sev- 
eral types  of  unit  heaters  when  using 
saturated  steam  and  when  using 
superheated  steam. 

Further  work  on  the  fit  of  com- 
mercial piston  rings  in  internal  com- 
bustion engine  cylinders  and  leakage 
of  gases  past  them  when  operating 
under  service  conditions,  is  being  car- 
ried out  by  W.  H.  Peters  under  the 
direction  of  H.  A.  Everett.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  work  will  be  ampli- 
fied to  include  the  determination  of 
friction  of  various  types  of  rings  suit- 
able for  Diesel  engines.

H.  G.  Pyle  and  H.  W.  Stover  are 
preparing  material  for  making  a  sur- 
vey of  certain  small  retailing  units 
in  Pennsylvania.  The  results  of  the 
survey  are  to  be  used  to  assist  small 
retailers  in  merchandising  efficiently. 
An  advisory  committee  representing 
some  of  the  prominent  retail  groups 
in  the  state  is  cooperating. 

K.  J.  De  Juhasz  has  been  advised 
that  the  Diesel  Prize  for  1931  has 
been  awarded  to  him  for  his  paper 
Dispersion  of  Sprays  in  Solid-Injec- 
tion  Engines  presented  at  the  Na- 
tional Oil  and  Gas  Power  Meeting 
held  in  Madison,  Wis.,  last  June. 

"Recent  Investigations  of  Monot- 
ony and  Fatigue"  is  the  title  of  a 
paper  prepared  for  the  Society  of  In- 
dustrial Engineers  by  Dean  R.  L. 
Sackett  which  brought  together  the 
most  recent  experimental  data  result- 
ing from  studies  in  Europe  and  Amer- 
ica. 

"Wise  Engineering  Planning  and 
Depressions"  is  the  title  of  a  paper 
prepared  for  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities by  Dean  R.  L.  Sackett.  It 
compares  American  and  European  ex- 
periences with  unemployment  insur- 
ance of  various  types  and  suggests  a 
plan  for  reducing  the  excesses  of  pro- 
duction in  industry  with  its  resulting 
unemployment. 


Mineral  Industries 

R.  R.  Rosenkrans  is  engaged  in  a 
study  of  the  Middle  and  Upper  Ordo- 
vician  of  Central  Pennsylvania  with 
special  attention  to  the  application 
of  microscopic  methods.  He  recently 
discovered  some  specimens  of  native 
sulphur  in  a  sample  of  limestone  from 
an  abandoned  quarry  in  Centre 
County.  Native  sulphur  has  been  re- 
ported from  Cai-bon,  Chester  and 
Montgomery  Counties;  this  is  the  first 
report  of  its  presence  in  Centre 
County.  The  discovery  holds  no  prac- 
tical significance. 

A  survey  of  the  economic  aspects 
of  the  mineral  industries  of  Penn- 
sylvania is  being  carried  on  by  Rav- 
mond  E.  Murphy.  Although  consid- 
erable material  is  already  available 
about  the  geology  of  the  mineral  re- 
sources of  the  State,  little  attempt 
has  been  made  to  bring  together  in- 
formation concerning  the  economic 
problems  of  the  various  mining  indus- 
tries and  of  the  processing  industries 
using  the  mineral  raw  materials. 
The  present  survey  will  deal  with  the 
problems  of  these  industries — utili- 
zation, transportation,  marketing, 
taxation,  public  relations,  etc. — and 
will  attempt  to  point  out  undeveloped 
mineral  resources  deserving  atten- 
tion, new  uses  for  the  products  of  our 
mineral  industries,  new  markets,  new 
sources  of  raw  material,  and  new  in- 
dustries which  might  be  developed.

In  an  attempt  to  raise  the  lower 
limits  of  average  grades  made  by  stu- 
dents graduating  in  the  various  fifths, 
the  class  to  be  admitted  next  fall  will 
be  considered  more  severely  as  to  the 
records  made  by  students  previously 
admitted  from  the  individual  second- 
ary schools.  Index  numbers  have 
been  prepared  for  each  Pennsylvania 
high  school.  Typical  index  numbers 
are:

The  index  number  for  Abington 
High  School,  given  above,  indicates 
that  13  students  were  admitted  to  The 
Pennsylvania  State  College  from  that 
high  school  during  the  past  three 
years.  The  first  figure  after  the 
dash  indicates  that  those  who  had 
been  graduated  in  the  first-fifth  of 
their  class  had  an  average  rank,  at 
the  end  of  the  freshman  year  at  The 
Pennsylvania  State  College,  in  the 
first-tenth  of  the  freshman  class;  the 
next  figure  indicates  that  those  who 
had  been  graduated  in  the  second- 
fifth  of  their  class  had  an  average 
rank  in  the  second-tenth  of  the  fresh- 
man class;  the  third  figure  indicates 
that  those  graduated  in  the  third- 
fifth  ranked  in  the  fourth-tenth;  the 
fourth  figure  indicates  that  those 
graduated  in  the  fourth-fifth  ranked 
in  the  fourth-tenth;  and  the  last  fig- 
ure indicates  that  those  graduated  in 
the  fifth-fifth  ranked  in  the  seventh- 
tenth.  A  figure  0  means  that  no  stu- 
dents from  that  fifth  were  admitted 
and   that  therefore   no   rank  was   ob- 


tained. The  letter  X  is  used  to  in- 
dicate that  the  group  from  any  one 
fifth  ranked  in  the  tenth-tenth  of  the 
class. 

In  admitting  the  freshman  class 
next  year  the  College  expects  to  use 
the  following  procedure: 

1.  Graduates  of  approved  Pennsyl- 
vania secondary  schools  will  be  ad- 
mitted on  certificate  provided  they 
rank  in  the  upper  two-fifths  of  their 
class  and  meet  the  specific  require- 
ments for  admission  to  the  curriculum 
of  their  choice,  except  that 

a.  Students  graduating  in  a 
class  of  20  or  less  will  be  required, 
regardless  of  rank,  to  take  an  aptitude 
test  sometime  in  August- 

b.  Students  applying  from  high 
schools  whose  index  number  shows 
that  the  first-fifth  graduates  have 
ranked  in  the  7th,  8th,  9th,  or  tenth- 
tenth  of  the  freshman  class  will  be 
required  to  take  the  aptitude  test  un- 
less they  receive  the  special  recom- 
mendation of  the  principal. 

2.  Graduates  of  approved  Pennsyl- 
vania secondary  schools  who  rank  in 
the  lower  three-fifths  of  their  class 
and  who  meet  the  specific  require- 
ments for  admission  to  the  curriculum 
of  their  choice,  will  be  required  to 
take  an  aptitude  test  sometime  in 
August,  except  that 

a.  Graduates  of  schools  whost 
index  numbers  indicate  that  the  lower 
three-fifths  of  their  graduating  class 
ranks  in  the  first  four-tenths  of  the 
freshman  class  will,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  principal,  be  exempt- 
ed from  taking  the  aptitude  test.

The  Board  be- 
lieves that  the  Senate  should  exercise 
its  authority  to  approve  or  disapprove 
the  establishment  of  any  new  student 
publication. 

The  Board  of  Student  Publications 
expresses  its  willingness  to  make  def- 
inite recommendation  as  to  the  advis- 
ability of  establishing  new  publica- 
tions. 

A  report  was  presented  by  the 
special  committee  appointed  by  the 
President  to  make  a  study  of  the 
status  of  military  instruction  in  this 
institution. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Codification,  as  presented  at  the  last 
meeting,  in  the  shape  of  a  revised  con- 
stitution, was  referred,  together  with 
two  amendments  proposed  at  the 
meeting  on  October  1.  with  various 
other  amendments  proposed  by  letter 
by  Senators,  to  the  Committee  on 
Codification. 

The  above  recommendation  by  the 
Board  of  Student  Publications  also 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Codification. 


December  17  Meeting 

It  was  announced  that  section  5, 
page  11  of  the  R.  0.  T.  C.  Regula- 
tions, 1930,  is  and  shall  continue  to 
be  in  effect  until  amended  or  repealed 
by  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Dye,  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Academic  Standards,  presented 
a  recommendation  from  the  Student 
Council  for  certain  changes  in  the 
method  of  electing  scholarship  and 
fellowship  prize  holders.  The  Senate 
voted  to  endorse  the  recommendation 
for  presentation  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  entrance  requirements  to  Land- 
scape Architecture,  Agricultural  En- 
gineering, and  Forestry  were  changed 
to  read:  Electives  12%  units,  Mathe- 
matics 2%  units  (Algebra  and  Geom- 
etry). It  was  voted  to  permit  the 
substitution  of  other  advanced  mathe- 
matics for  solid  geometry  as  a  re- 
quirement for  admission  to  the  School 
of  Engineering.  A  student  so  ad- 
mitted who  makes  a  poor  record  in 
mathematics  during  his  freshman 
year  will  be  required  to  pass  an  ex- 
amination in  solid  geometry  before 
being  admitted  to  the  sophomore 
year. 

The  Senate  voted  to  amend  the  min- 


utes of  May  21,  1931  as  follows:  All 
legislation  in  conflict  with  the  above 
(the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Codi- 
fication of  Rules  and  Regulations  Af- 
fecting Undergraduate  Students)  is 
hereby  revoked. 


January  7  Meeting 

The  Senate  adopted  the  following 
recommendation  submitted  by  the 
Committee  on  Courses  of  Study. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  unanimous 
opinion  that  one  ci'edit  per  semester 
is  sufficient  for  compulsory  basic  R. 
O.  T.  C.  courses.  If  the  amount  of 
work  specified  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment exceeds  three  hours  per  week 
and  one  credit  per  semester  it  is  rec- 
ommended that  the  President  of  th<? 
College  ask  the  War  Department  to 
modify  its  specifications  so  that  the 
work  can  be  conducted  within  the 
maximum  of  three  hours  per  week  and 
one  credit  per  semester. 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
bourses  of  Study  certain  courses  in 
Physical  Education  and  the  last  two 
years  of  the  curriculum  in  Physical 
Education  were  referred  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Colleere  with  power  with- 
out recommendation  and  without 
prejudice.  Certain  other  courses  in 
which  the  jurisdiction  of  department* 
involved  was  in  question  were  laid 
upon  the  table  until  the  committee  can 
study  the  matter  of  int°r-school  and 
inter-departmental  duplication  and 
formulate  a  policy  for  the  guidance 
of  the  proper  authorities.  The  fol- 
lowing recommendations  of  the  com- 
mittee were  adopted: 

1.  That  all  summer  session,  exten- 
sion, correspondence, ,-.  and  Smith- 
Hughes  courses  (represented  by  S,  X, 
C,  and  V)  be  approved. 

2.  That  new  courses  which  alter- 
nate with  old  courses,  or  which  re- 
place courses  dropped,  be  approved. 

3.  That  all  other  new  courses  be 
laid  on  the  table. 

4.  That  there   be   referred   to   the

RESEARCH  IN  PROGRESS 

The  following  notes  are  a  continu- 
ation of  the  projects  listed  in  the 
Faculty  Bulletin  for  January  5,  1932. 


Chemistry  and  Physics 

Improved  methods  for  measuring 
various  types  of  radiations  are  being 
developed  by  a  group  working  under 
the  direction  of  D.  C.  Duncan  and  W. 
R.  Ham,  with  the  co-operation  of  H. 
W.  Poop,  of  the  Department  of  Bot- 
any. These  studies  are  being  sup- 
ported in  part  by  the  National  Re- 
search Council. 

The  co-operative  study  on  gases  in 
metals  and  alloys  with  the  Watertown 
Arsenal  of  the  United  States  Army  is 
being  carried  on  by  a  group  working 
with  W.  R.  Ham.  Two  other  develop- 
ments of  this  group  are  a  precision 
photomicrometer  or  densitometer  to 
be  used  to  study  the  relative  intensity 
of  lines  pi-oduced  on  photographic 
plates  by  various  types  of  radiation, 
and  a  novel  type  of  quartz  mercury 
arc  lamp  to  serve  as  a  source  of  ex- 
tremely intense  light  for  studies  of 
Raman  spectra.  The  last  two  stud- 
ies are  being  assisted  by  the  National 
Research  Council. 

A  study  of  the  effect  of  electron 
bombardment  on  the  conductivity  of 
glass  by  H.  R.  Kiehl. 

The  Schottky  Effect  is  being  used 
by  H.  L.  Yeagley  and  H.  L.  Saxton 
for  an  accurate  determination  of  the 
charge  on  the  electron  in  a  pure  elec- 
tronic discharge  in  a  high  vacuum. 

Studies   on  thermionic  tube  design 
are  being  continued  by  H.  L.  VanVel- 
zer  and  K.  D.  Larsen.

Research  Projects  — The  following 
completes  the  report  of  research  pro- 
jects of  the  School  of  Chemistry  and 
Physics.  The  first  part  of  the  report 
was  published  in  the  issue  of  Feb.  9. 


The  apparatus  for  the  study  of 
sound  at  very  high  frequency  has 
been  completed  by  W.  H.  Pielemeier 
and  is  being  applied  in  certain  studies 
on  sound  in  carbon  dioxide  gas. 

Special  equipment  for  the  study  of 
the  fine  structure  in  the  Raman  spec- 
tra of  water  and  other  simple  pure 
substances  has  been  completed  and  is 
being  used  by  D.  H.  Rank  and  R.  M. 
Bell. 

Studies  on  the  physical  and  chem- 
ical properties  of  organic  compounds 
of  nitrogen  are  being  continued  by  a 
group  working  with  J.  G.  Aston.  The 
equipment  of  the  low  temperature 
laboratory,  which  is  being  partly  sup- 
ported by  the  National  Research 
Council,  is  being  completed  as  rapidly 
as  funds  will  allow. 

The  studies  of  the  properties  of 
solutions  in  anhydrous  acetic  acid  are 
being:  continued  by  a  group  working 
with  G.  C.  Chandlee  and  A.  W.  Hutch- 
ison. This  group  also  is  working  on 
the  development  of  new  organic  com- 
pounds to  be  used  as  reagents  in  an- 
alytical  chemistry. 

Studies  of  heat  flow  from  solids  to 
boiling  liquids,  and  the  principles  of 
distillation  in  packed  fractionating 
columns  and  the  pyrolysis  of  hydro- 
carbons in  the  presence  of  steam  are 
being  conducted  by  a  group  of  chem- 
ical engineers  working  with  D.  S.  Cry- 
der. 

X-Ray  studies  of  pure  binary  fer- 
rous alloys,  on  rubber,  and  on  pure 
petroleum  hydrocarbons  are  being  con- 
ducted by  a  group  working  with  W. 
P.  Davey. 

Problems  in  connection  with  the  re- 
fining and  utilization  of  all  the  pro- 
ducts obtainable  from  Pennsylvania 
petroleum  are  being  studied  by  a 
group  of  ten  research  assistants  and 
graduate  students  working  with  M. 
R.  Fenske.  Part  of  this  work  is  be- 
ing supported  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Grade  Crude  Oil  Association. 

Reagents  for  the  study  of  ethers 
obtained  from  vegetable  products  are 
being  studied  by  E.  L.  Gustus. 

Studies  in  textile  chemistry  carried 
on  under  the  direction  of  Pauline  B. 
Mack  include  tests  of  various  pro- 
cesses which  cause  or  accompany  the 
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deterioration  of  silk  goods,  the  chem- 
ical study  of  standard  laundry  pro- 
cesses in  connection  with  the  deterior- 
ation of  cotton  goods,  and  a  study  of 
solvents  for  use  in  home  dry  cleaning. 

The  use  of  metal  electrodes  for  hy- 
drogen ion  determination  and  various 
studies  of  dyes  and  their  application 
are  being  conducted  by  L.  R.  Parks. 

A  precise  study  of  the  cracking  of 
ethane  under  carefully  controlled  con- 
ditions is  being  made  by  Arthur  Rose. 

Studies  on  optical  properties  of  or- 
ganic compounds  are  being  made  by 
P.  G.  Stevens. 

Molecular  rearrangements  in  rela- 
tion to  the  general  processes  of  or- 
ganic chemistry  are  being  studied  by 
a  group  of  twenty  graduate  students 
under  the  direction  of  F.  C.  Whitmore 
and  R.  V.  McGrew. 

The  use  of  the  microscope  in  chem- 
istry, especially  in  the  study  of  crys- 
tals, is  being  continued  by  Mary  L. 
Willard.  An  application  of  this  tech- 
nique for  the  identification  of  furs  is 
being  made. 


Physical  Education

which  consists  of  the  following 
studies:

To  study  the  relationship  of  phy- 
sical condition,  as  measured  by  health 
examinations,  and  abilities  in  physical 
education  activities.

GROUP  INSURANCE 

The  group  insurance  plan  which 
was  announced  to  the  faculty  and 
staff  on  March  11  became  effec- 
tive April  1.  More  than  75  per 
cent  of  our  eligible  personnel  sub- 
scribed. 

Any  present  member  of  the 
staff,  who  has  not  elected  the  in- 
surance, may  apply  for  this  cover- 
age before  June  1  without  medical 
examination.  After  that  date  ap- 
plications must  be  submitted  with 
satisfactory  medical  examinations. 
The  total  and  permanent  disability 
provision  is  inoperative  for  one 
year  in  the  event  that  a  member 
of  the  staff  does  not  subscribe  for 
his  insurance  within  three  months 
of  his  eligibility. 


GRADE   REPORTS 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
Administration  on  Monday,  March  21, 
the  following  recommendations  were 
presented  by  the  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  President.  The 
Council  voted  that  a  copy  of  the  rec- 
ommendations should  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  every  instructor.  The  re- 
port, which  was  drawn  up  by  the  com- 
mittee in  conference  with  student  rep- 
resentatives of  interested  groups, 
contained  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 

1.  The  instructors  of  freshmen  and 
sophomores  shall  determine  and  re- 
cord, on  forms  furnished  for  the  pur- 
pose, the  names  and  grades  of  those 
students  who  have  earned  low  grades. 
"Low  grades"  shall  be  construed  as 
grades  of  70  per  cent  or  below. 

2.  Instructors  shall  send  the  grade 
sheets  to  the  Student  Union  on  speci- 
fied dates  at  the  end  of  the  five, 
eight,  and  twelve  weeks'  periods. 

3.  The  Chairman  of  the  Interfra- 
ternity  Council's  committee  on  schol- 
arship shall  have  several  copies  of 
the  compiled  grade  sheets  made  and 
placed  on  file  in  book  form  at  the 
Student  Union  office. 

4.  The  Chairman  of  the  scholar- 
ship committees  of  the  various  fra- 
ternities and  persons  authorized  to 
represent  recognized  non-fraternity 
underclass  groups,  and  only  these 
persons,  shall  have  access  to  the  grade

GRADE  REPORTS 

In  the  April  5,  1932,  issue  of  the 
Faculty  Bulletin  was  printed  a  copy 
of  certain  recommendations  presented 
by  a  special  committee  appointed  by 
the  President  to  consider  the  method 
of  reporting  grades  to  fraternities. 
The  regulations  are  not  in  effect  but 
were  printed  simply  to  give  faculty 
members  an  opportunity  to  consider 
them  before  they  might  perhaps  be 
acted  upon  at  school  faculty  meetings 
and  later  presented  to  the  Council  of 
Administration  for  consideration.  The 
introductory  paragraph  to  the  report 
as  printed  was  as  follows: 

In  order  to  simplify  and  render  less 
burdensome  the  method  of  reporting 
student  grades  at  stated  times  to  fra- 
ternities and  other  recognized  stu- 
dent groups,  the  special  committee  re- 
cently appointed  by  the  Council  rec- 
ommends the  following  plan,  which 
has  been  drawn  up  in  conference  with 
the  student  representatives  of  the  In- 
terfraternity  Council,  the  Student 
Union,  the  Penn  State  Club,  and  the 
Women's  Student  Government  Board. 
These  four  student  representative? 
have  organized  themselves  into  a  com- 
mittee with  a  view  to  carrying  out 
the  details  of  this  plan,  and  they  have 
agreed  to  pass  this  obligation  on  to 
their  successors.  All  that  they  ask  is 
tha  cooperation  of  the  instructors  who 
teach  freshmen  and  sophomores. — 
Wm.  S.  Hoffman,  Registrar.

UNEMPLOYMENT  FUND 
Progress  Report  No.  3 

The  general  committee  reports  that 
on  April  15,  there  have  been  954  sub- 
scribers to  the  College  Unemployment 
Relief  Fund;  the  total  amount  sub- 
scribed is  $18,230.95.  On  this  date 
the  payments  amount  to  $17,946.07. 
Forty-four  contributions  have  been 
made  in  needy  sections  of  the  State, 
totalling  $16,631.87.  All  of  the  dis- 
bursements have  been  made  through 
recognized  relief  agencies  serving 
small  communities  and  since  the  sec- 
ond progress  report,  have  been  dis- 
bursed solely  for  food  for  destitute 
families  and  food,  milk  and  clothing 
for  underfed  children.  There  are  a 
few  pledsres  still  unpaid,  and  it  is  the 
hope  of  the  committee  that  these  will 
be  taken  care  of  as  early  as  possible 
in  oi-der  that  the  business  of  the  gen- 
eral committee  can  be  closed  and  the 
distribution  of  the  complete  funds 
finally  reported  on  or  about  May  1.

Curricula 
in  Milling  Engineering  and  Railway 
Mechanical  Engineering  to  be  suspend- 
ed. Curriculum  in  Metallurgical  Eng- 
ineering to  be  changed  to  Metallurgy. 

The  Senate  approved  an  exception  in 
the  residence  rule  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
Clarence  Hess. 

A  recommendation  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was  approved  for  the  creation 
of  certain  Evan  Pugh  Honorary  Scholar- 
ships. 

The  Senate  approved  a  recommend- 
ation from  the  Committee  on  Courses  of 
Study  concerning  certain  courses  in 
Industrial  Education. 

President  Hetzel  made  a  statement 
concerning  the  budget  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  and  gave  a  report  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Presidents  of  the  four 
institutions  receiving  state  aid. 

January  5  Meeting 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Standards  was  presented  and 
approved  which  appointed  Mr.  Fred 
Fisher  as  the  recipient  of  a  Louise  Car- 
negie Scholarship. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Courses 
of  Study,  concerning  proposed  new 
courses,  the  dropping  of  old  courses,  or 
the  changing  of  credits  attached  to 
certain  courses,  was  approved.

Names  of  students  expecting  to  re- 
ceive degrees  at  the  mid-year  convoc- 
ation were  presented  and  received  the 
approval  of  the  Senate.

"The  College  Infirmary  is  for  the  use 
of  students  of  the  College;  since  it  is 
frequently  filled  to  capacity  with  stu- 
dents, it  cannot  be  thrown  open  to 
others.  It  may,  however,  be  used  tem- 
porarily in  strictly  emergency  cases  by 
members  of  the  faculty  and  their  im- 
mediate families,  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  College  Physician  or  his  represent- 
ative the  emergency  warrants  such  use, 
and  space  is  available.  A  charge  com- 
parable with  those  of  hospitals  in  this 
vicinity  will  be  made  for  room  and 
service." 

Professor  L.  A.  Doggett,  president  of 
the  local  chapter  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  University  Professors,  initi- 
ated the  move  to  have  such  a  ruling 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Evaluation  Fee  —  Instructors  are 
requested  to  read  this  notice  to  their 
classes  before  the  close  of  the  current 
semester: 

A  one  dollar  evaluation  fee  has  been 
authorized  by  the  College  to  cover  in 
part  the  expense  involved  in  evaluating 
credentials  of  students  who  are  sub- 
mitting credits  from  other  institutions 
which  they  have  taken  since  their  ad- 
mission to  this  College.  This  fee  is 
charged  for  each  separate  evaluation.

SENATE  MINUTES 

Following  are  the  minutes  of  the  May 
4  meeting: 

Elected  Senators  from  each  school, 
Chemistry  and  Physics  excepted,  were 
announced. 

Annual  reports  of  committees,  Ath- 
letics, and  Student  Welfare  excepted, 
were  received.  Included  in  the  report 
of  the  faculty  representative  was  a 
statement  to  the  effect  that  the  Penn 
State  Froth  had  been  made  directly 
accountable  to  the  President. 

Winners  of  the  John  W.  White  Fel- 
lowships, John  W.  White  medal,  and  the 
Evan  Pugh  Scholarships  were  an- 
nounced. 

The  committee  on  Academic  Stand- 
ards was  granted  power,  during  the 
summer  recess,  to  decide  such  questions 
as  may  be  presented  to  it. 

The  chair  was  empowered  to  name  a 
committee  to  take  full  charge  of  the 
Senate  luncheon  as  a  distinctive  Senate 
activity. 

Four  courses  in  commercial  subjects, 
no  college  credit,  were  approved. 

The  establishment  of  the  technical  de- 
gree, Chemical  Engineer,  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

It  was  voted  to  recommend  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  appropriate 
degree,  all  students  meeting  the  require- 
ments by  June  5,  1933;  Miss  Mabel 
Thompson,  HE  1,  who  died  in  January, 
was  recommended  for  the  bachelor's 
degree. 

The  following  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Codification  was  adopted. 
"Any  course  in  this  College  shall  be 
open  to  any  student  posessing  the 
scholastic  prerequisites  and  such  person- 
al qualifications  set  as  prerequisites  for 
the  courses  for  all  students  as  certified 
by  the  dean  of  the  school  in  which  the 
student  is  enrolled.  In  case  of  over- 
crowding, preference  shall  be  given  to 
the  students  in  order  of  scholastic  rank. 
In  R.O.T.C.  subjects  certain  legal  and 
War  Department  requirements  must 
be  met." 

Joseph  J.  Yesville,  SE  1,  was  granted 
permission  to  schedule  Ed.  25  by  corre- 
spondence while  in  residence.  The 
cases  of  three  students  in  Industrial 
Education,  enrolled  in  correspondence 
courses  while  in  residence,  were  referr- 
ed to  the  committee  on  Academic 
Standards  with  power.

Senate  Minutes — Following  are  the 
minutes  of  the  October  5  meeting: 

The  Graduate  School  announced 
that  G.  W.  Hartmann  had  been  nom- 
inated as  representative  of  the  Grad- 
uate School  to  take  the  place  of  J.  B. 
Hill,  acting  head  of  the  Department  of 
Botany. 

Dr.  Dye,  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee on  Academic  Standards,  gave  a  re- 
port concerning  actions  taken  by  the 
Committee  during  the  summer.  The 
report  included  a  recommendation 
concerning  the  eligibility  of  students 
to  receive  their  degrees  at  the  end  of 
the  Post  Session. 

The  President  and  Dean  Watts,  on 
the  request  of  Dr.  Dye,  interpreted  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  the  four-year  courses 
also  apply  to  students  enrolled  in  the 
two-year  Agriculture  courses  and  the 
Ranger  curriculum  in  Forestry. 

The  following  recommendation 
made  by  the  Committee  on  Courses 
of  Study  was  adopted: 

It  is  recommended  to  the  Senate 
that  Departments  of  the  College  be 
informed  that  no  credit  is  to  be  re- 
ported for  any  course  in  excess  of  that 
regularly  approved  by  the  College 
Senate  and  that  the  Registrar  be  in- 
structed to  record  no  credit  in  excess 
of  that  which  has  been  regulai'ly  ap- 
proved by  the  Senate. 

The  following  recommendation  by 
the  Committee  on  Codification  was 
adopted: 

No  member  of  the  teaching  staff 
above  the  rank  of  instructor  in  this 
College  may  receive  from  the  College 
the  Master's  or  the  Doctor's  degree. 
This  regulation  does  not  apply  to 
cases  of  candidates  registered  for  a 
particular  degree  on  the  date  of  adop- 
tion of  this  regulation. 

The  Senate  voted  to  amend  the  by- 
laws so  as  to  add  the  names  of  the 
Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  Women 
as  members,  ex-officio  to  the  commit- 
tee on  Student  Welfare.  This  made 
necessary  the  appointment  of  two  ad- 
ditional members  to  this  committee: 
Dr.  L.  V.  T.  Simmons  and  Professor 
G.  F.  Loebs. 

A  recommendation  in  connection 
with  the  granting  of  honors  at  grad- 
uation was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Academic  Standards  for  study  and 
recommendations.

from  copyrighted  books  or  in  issuing 
compiehensive  digests.  The  publishers 
have  prosecuted  a  tutoring  bureau  for 
this  practice  and  intend  to  take  legal 
steps  to  insure  discontinuance  of  copy- 
right infringement  in  other  cases.  The 
association  realizes  that  in  many  cases 
the  violation  of  copyright  has  been  done 
thoughtlessly  but  that  the  abuse  has 
grown  until  action  has  become  necessary 
and  it  asks  the  cooperation  of  all  college 
instructors  in  protecting  the  rights  of 
authors  and  publishers.

Following  are  the  minutes  of  the 
November  2  meeting: 

This  resolution  presented  by  the 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards  was 
adopted : 

A.  Students  who  fulfill  the  require- 
ments for  graduation  at  the  end  of  the 
Post-Session  of  the  regular  summer 
session,  upon  certification  by  the  regis- 
trar that  all  requirements  have  been 
met,  may,  if  they  so  elect: 

(1)  Receive  the  diploma  of  the 
College  for  their  respective  degrees  at 
that  time:  or 

(2)  Postpone  the  receiving  of  the 
diploma  until  the  next  regular  commen- 
cement. 

If  the  student  or  students  elect  to  re- 
ceive their  diplomas  as  provided  under 
(1),  the  diploma  shall  bear  the  date  up- 
on which  the  work  was  completed. 

B.  The  committee  wishes  to  report 
to  the  Senate,  without  recommendation, 
the  question  of  holding  or  not  holding 
some  ceremony  in  conferring  degrees 
under  conditions  stated  in  A-(l). 

Part  "A"  was  adopted  and  part  "B" 
was  referred  to  the  President  with 
power. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Dr. 
Dengler  part  "A-2"  was  changed  to 
read  as  follows: 

(2)  Postpone  the  receiving  of  the 
diploma  until  the  next  commencement. 

The  following  recommendation  by  the 
School  of  Engineering  was  adopted : 

Because  of  continued  economic  con- 
ditions, the  School  of  Engineering  re- 
commends that  Insp.  Tr.  1,  Eng.  Lect. 
1,  and  Eng.  Lect.  2,  also  the  require- 
ment of  summer  work  for  engineering 
students  be  waived  for  those  graduating 
in  February,  June,  and  August,  1934.

SENATE  MINUTES 

Following  are  the  minutes  of  the  De- 
cember 7  meeting: 

The  Secretary  announced  that  the 
following  have  been  appointed  as  the 
Calendar  Committee:  J.  A.  Sperry, 
(Chairman),  R.  H.  Dotterer,  A.  P. 
Honess,  C.  E.  Marquardt,  and  O.  F. 
Smith. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Standards  which  named  the  stu- 
dents to  receive  the  John  W.  White 
scholarships  and  the  Louise  Carnegie 
scholarships  was  adopted. 

The  Senate  accepted  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Cour.-es  of  Study,  and 
that  all  of  the  recommendations  contain- 
ed therein  be  approved  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  proposed  curriculum 
in  Health  and  Physical  Education  is 
approved  as  to  content  and  that  this 
curriculum  will  be  referred  to  the  proper 
administrative  authorities  for  review 
and  determination  as  to  all  questions  of 
finance  or  organization. 

The  following  recommendation  was 
approved  for  submission  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees: 

That  the  Inter-Session  and  Post- 
Session  periods  which  have  been  sched- 
uled on  an  experimental  basis,  in  con- 
nection with  the  regular  summer  session 
work,  be  now  approved  as  a  permanent 
arrangement,  and  that  these  two  peri- 
ods, now  consisting  of  two  weeks  in 
length  each,  be  extended  to  cover  three 
weeks  in  length  each

SENATE  MEETING 

The  College  Senate  will  meet  at 
7:30  p.m.,  Thursday,  April  5,  in  Room 
107  Main  Engineering. 

The  Forum  to  be  held  following  the 
close  of  the  Senate  meeting  will  be  in 
the  second  floor  lounge  of  Old  Main. 

Following  are  the  minutes  of  the 
March  1  meeting: 

It  was  announced  that  Dr.  D.  E. 
Haley  and  Dr.  C.  C.  Wagner,  acting 
heads  of  the  Departments  of  Agricul- 
tural and  Biological  Chemistry  and 
Mathematics  respectively,  had  been 
appointed  members  of  the  College 
Senate. 

The  Senate  approved  a  recommend- 
ation from  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards  to  the  effect  that  in  the 
future  money  awards  of  less  than 
$100.00  be  called  prizes. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Courses 
of  Study  was  adopted. 

A  report  from  the  School  of  Physical 
Education  and  Athletics  was  presented 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Courses  of  Study.  The  report  recom- 
mended that  the  School  of  Physical  Edu- 
cation and  Athletics  be  permitted  to 
drop  Hygiene  1  (one  credit).  The  re- 
port also  recommended  that  Physical 
Education  1,  2,  3,  and  4  and  Physical 
Education  11,  12,  13,  and  14  be  changed 
to  Health  and  Physical  Education  and 
that  the  School  of  Physical  Education 
and  Athletics  be  given  the  right  to  re- 
vise the  description  of  the  content  of 
these  courses.  The  recommendations 
of  the  report  were  adopted. 

The  Senate  voted  to  adopt  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Research  which 
recommended,  as  a  way  of  promoting 
research,  that  each  year  a  research  ex- 
pert be  appointed  who  should,  after 
appointment,  prepare  and  deliver  an 
address  giving  an  account  of  one  of  his 
investigations. 

Dr.  Dye  read  a  resolution  to  the 
effect  that  the  hour  of  meeting  of  the 
Senate  be  changed  to  4:00  p.m.  on  a 
day  to  be  selected  at  some  later  time.

GENERAL  RELIEF  FUND 

Following  is  the  third  and  final  re- 
port of  the  College  1933  General  Relief 
Fund  Committee: 

1.  Pertinent  data  relating  to  the  Re- 
lief Fund.

More  than  half  of  the  College  staff 
participated  in  the  Relief  Fund,  sub- 
scriptions being  entirely  voluntary. 
The  Treasurer  collected  and  recorded 
all  subscriptions  in  confidence. 

Thf  entire  relief  situation  changed  in 
the  State  during  the  period  that  the 
subscriptions  were  being  made.  While 
the  total  amount  subscribed  was  about 
one  third  of  the  1932  Fund,  the  work  of 
the  Disbursing  Committee  was  even 
more  difficult:  The  disbursements  did 
not  duplicate  any  other  relief  and  were 
carried  out  in  a  conscientious  and  satis- 
factory manner.  All  disbursements 
were  made  by  the  Finance  Committee 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Disbursing 
Committee,  D.  C.  Duncan,  Chairman, 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  General 
Committee.  The  Disbursing  Committee 
meet  eight  times  in  the  conduct  of  its 
business.  Thirty-three  separate  dis- 
bursements were  made  to  14  different 
relief  agencies,  including  the  faculty- 
student  loan  fund  and  Senate  Committee 
on  Student  Welfare. 

The  Finance  Committee,  W.  G.  Mur- 
torff,  Chairman,  has  audited  in  detail 
all  monies  received  and  disbursed  and 
has  prepared  a  final  report  which  has 
been  accepted  and  been  made  a  part  of 
the  official  records  of  the  Fund.  All 
correspondence,  reports,  accounts,  and 
disbursement  data  will  be  available  to 
subscribers  until  April  30,  in  the  office 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee, Mineral  Industries  Building.

Interlibrary  Loans  —  Because  of  re- 
duced library  book  budgets  and  other 
factors  the  pressure  from  borrowing 
libraries  upon  the  larger  public  and 
university  libraries  is  forcing  the  latter 
to  restrict  more  and  more  all  interlibrary 
loan  service.  A  number  of  institutions 
including  California  and  Stanford  Uni- 
versities now  require  a  service  charge 
of  50  cents  for  the  first  volume  in  a 
package  and  25  cents  for  each  additional 
volume  plus  the  regular  transportation 
charges. 

It  is  absolutely  essential  in  order  to 
conserve  the  good  will  of  the  lending 
libraries  and  the  use  of  their  resources 
that  borrowers  observe  the  few  simple 
regulations  established  at  The  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College  Library  for  inter- 
library  loan  service: 

1.  All  interlibrary  loans  and  corre- 
spondence relating  thereto  must  be 
carried  on  by  the  College  Library  and 
not  by  individual  borrowers. 

2.  The  College  Library  pays  all 
ordinary  transportation  charges  for  such 
loans  -  but  not  service  charges  now 
made  by  some  lending  libraries. 

3.  All  regulations  as  to  time  limit, 
use  of  books,  ect.,  made  by  the  lending 
library  must  be  strictly  observed. 

4.  Inter-library  loan  service  is  for 
faculty  and  graduate  students  only.

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Postal  Regulations  ■ — ■  The  State 
College  Postmaster  has  called  atten- 
tion to  frequent  violation  on  the  part 
of  College  offices  of  a  regulation  con- 
cerning the  mailing  of  printed  mat- 
ter. Following  is  a  portion  of  the 
regulation. 

"Typwritten  and  carbon  and  letter- 
press copies  shall  be  accepted  for 
mailing  only  as  first  class  matter. 
Facsimile  copies  of  handwriting  or 
typewriting,  produced  by  a  mechani- 
cal process  such  as  the  printing  press, 
mimeograph,  multigraph,  etc.,  shall 
be  treated  as  matter  of  the  third  or 
fourth  class  according  to  weight,  pro- 
vided that  they  are  presented  for  mail- 
ing at  the  postoffice  windows,  or  oth- 
er depositories  designated  by  post- 
masters, in  a  minimum  number  of  20 
identical  unsealed  copies.  If  mailed 
elsewhere,  or  in  less  number,  payment 
of  the  first  class  rate  of  postage  shall 
be  required." 

The  Postmaster  reports  that  con- 
siderable matter  of  the  third  and 
fourth  class  is  often  found  in  the 
mail  box  at  the  corner  of  Allen  and 
College.  Mailing  of  such  matter  in 
this  way  is  contrary  to  regulation.

The  College  will  ask  increased  appropriations  from  the  legisla- 
ture for  carrying  on  its  work  during  the  next  biennium  in  an  amount 
sufficient  to  restore  faculty  pay  cuts  and  to  provide  building  funds 
for  the  completion  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Building  and  a  nev  dormitory 
for  women,  the  president  stated. 

Calling  alumni  attention  to  various  aspects  of  the  College 
program,  Dr.  Hetzel  said: '"The  most  vital  single  necessity  now  as 
always... ..  is  adequate  finance. "   He  pointed  out  that  price  rises  during 
the  past  year  nave  increased  costs  of  materials  and  supplies  more 
than  20  per  cent  and  that  the  total  program  load  of  the  institution 
has  been  increased  by  at  least  10  per  cent* 

A  devoted  and  loyal  faculty  has  accepted  salary  reductions  from 
a  distressingly  low  sdale  without  complaint^  he  stated,  adding  that 
in  the  face  of  increasing  costs  of  living,  in  simple  justice  these 
:should  be  promptly  restored. 

"The  requests  for  appropriations  for  buildings  which  the  College 
proposes  to  make  is  so  ridiculously  inadequate  that  it  can  be  justi» 
fied  only  by  a  desire  to  recognize  and  share  the  limitations  and 
restraints  of  a  period  of  financial  depression. 

"To  'request  less  would  be  "to  fail  as  trustees  of  a  .vital,-  co-nv 
's-fructive  instrument  needed  now  "more  than  ever  in  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  industries  of  our  state  and  the  advancement  of  the'  Yfdl-being 
of  our  people-*" 

Previously  the  president  paid  handsome  tribute  to  the  faculty, 
jstating:  "The  personnel  of  the  College  organization  is,  in  my 
judgment,  the  best  equipped  and  most  efficient  ever  recruited  under 
the  standard  of  this  institution. 

"The  percentage  of  persons  who  have  satisfied  the  highest  require- 
ments of  academic  preparation  is  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the 
College  and  comparable  to  that  of  the  best  of  the  public  colleges 
and  universities. 

"Real  progress  is  being  made  in  adjusting  the  personnel  to  the 

fields  and  types  of  service  in  which  it  is  best  qualified  to  function."

THE  SENATE 


Meeting  of  October  4,  1954 

A  meeting  of  the  Senate  was  held  on  October  4  in  room  107  of  the 
Main  Engineering  Building,  President  Hetzel  presiding. 

The  following  changes  in  Senate  membership  and  in  Senate 
Committees  were  announced:  Joseph  Judge  for  C.  L.  Harris  ;  J.  C. 
Richards,  Director  of  Extension  in  Arts  and  Sciences;  S.  L.  Keller, 
acting  head  of  the  Engineering  Extension;  S.  B.  Colgrte  for  Professor 
Helrne;  A.  P.  Davis  for  G.  P.  Loebs.   On  the  Senate  Committee  on  Cours- 
es of  Study,  P.  P.  Ve^ver  for  H.  G,  Parkinson;  for  the  Committee  on 
Academic  Standards,  Dr.  S.  7.  Fletcher  for  Dr.  J.  B.  Hill;  for  the 
Committee  ^n  Student  Welfare,  A.  F.  Davis  for  G.  P.  Loebs . 

On  motion,  the  Senate  voted  that  the  President,  together  with 
the  Committee  en  Committees  be  empowered  to  app'int  a  c  mmittee  for' 
the  study  of  the  John  Price  Jones  report,  the  committee  to  report  its 
findings  to  the  President  and  to  the  Senate. 

The  Committee  on  Academic  Standards  made  recommendations  for 
three  students  as  follows:  John  P.  Hensen  to  be  permitted  to  receive 
his  degree  with  an  exception  to  the  regular  one  year's  residence  rule; 
LeRoy  W,  Burns  to  be  permitted  to  graduate  on  the  strength  of  war 
service  and  the  granting  of  credit  for  such  service;  Jacob  Richman  to 
be  permitted  to  graduate  with  a  small  concession  on  the  residence  rule. 

Members  of  the  faculty  were  requested  to  send  information  con- 
cerning scholarship  awards,  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee 
on  /icademio  Standards,  to  the  Committee  for  record.   The  Senate  then 
adjourned . 

Meeting  of  November  1,  1934 

A  meeting  of  the  Senate  was  held  on  November  1,  1934  in  room  107 
of  the  Main  Engineering  Building,  Dean  R.  L.  Sackett  presiding.   The 
Secretary  announced  that  Dr.  J.  Ben  Hill  was  a  member  of  the  Senate, 
having  been  appointed  by  Dean  Kern  to  represent  the  Department  of  Botany, 
He  also  announced  that  Professor  A.  P.  Davis  had  been  substituted  on 
the  Student  Welfare  Committee  for  Dr.  E.  C.  Davis. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards, 
Prank  O'Hora  was  permitted  to  complete  History  19  by  correspondence 
during  the  summer.

1.   A  Survey  of  the  Government  of  Pennsylvania,  a  report  by 
The  Joint  Committee  on  Einances  of  the  State  Legislature.   This  volume 
contains  the  results  of  a  thorough  study  of  all  departments  of  the 
state . government  and  of  all  boards,  institutions  and  organizations 
which  receive  state  financial  aid  or  support.   It  includes  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  for  modification  or  improvement  of 
the  existing  situation.

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Doris  Humphrey  and  Charles  Weidman  are  unquestionably  the  leading  American  exponents 
of  contemporary  dancing.  Both  of  them  are  not  only  exceptionally  gifted  solo  dancers,  but 
also  choreographers  of  originality  and  imagination  who  have  made  a  distinguished  contribu- 
tion to  the  modern  dance. 

These  dancers  were  both  born  in  the  middle  west  —  Miss  Humphrey  in  Chicago  and  Mr.

In  the  theatrical  field  they  arranged 
the  dance  numbers  for  "Americana",  "As  Thousands  Cheer"  and  "School  for  Husbands".  As 
for  their  ensemble  it  has  been  declared  the  peer  of  anv  appearing  in  public  today,  either  in  the 
United  States  or  Europe.

announced  for  the  Committee  today. 

The  place  will  be  Schwab. Auditorium,  the  time  7  and  9  o'clock  in 
■  the  evening,  and  the  probable  price  of  tickets  for  either  performance 

25^  and  35^ ,  the  25c'  ticket  being  reserved  for  students  of  high  school; 
I  and  junior  high  scnools. 


It  will  be  the  first  time  that  talking  moving  pictures  have  ever 
been  shown  in  the  Auditorium.   Sound  and  projection  equipment  will  be 
brought  to  trie  campus  by  Lrpi  Picture  Consultants,  Inc.,  with  whom  the 
"University  scientists  have  cooperated  in  the  production  of  the  picture. 

In  announcing  its  decision  to  sponsor  the  picture,  the  Artists 
Course  Committee  pointed  out  that  the  film  is  not  to  be  confused  with 
anything  heretofore  seen  in  the  commercial  theatre  or  elsewhere. 

Specially  chartered  planes,  professional  photography,  and  the 
scientific  authority  back  of  it  make  "The  Human  Adventure  "  one  of  the 
most  impressive  educational  pictures  ever  produced.   The  film  was  made 
under  the  scientific  supervision  of  Dr.  James  H.  Breasted,  the  story, 
direction  and  narration  supervised  by  Charles  Breasted,  his  son. 

"The  Human  .Adventure"  grows  directly  out  of  the  researches  and 
Explorations  of  the  Oriental  Institute — the  first  and  only  laboratory 
for  the  study  of  what  Dr.  James  H.  Breasted,  its  director,  describes 
in  the  film  as  the  "most  remarkable  process  known  to  us  in  the 
universe,  the  rise  of  Man  from  savagery  to  civilization." 

The  picture  carries  the  audience  by  airplane  through  the  lands 
where  civilisation  first  arose— Egypt ,  Palentine,  Syria,  Anatolia,  Ira 
and  Persia — whither  the  Institute  has  dispatched  altogether  some  four- 
teen expeditions.   Light  of  these  are  observed  while  actually  engaged 
in  the  scientific  recovery  of  the  lost  chapters  oi  the  human  adventure 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  film  are  the  sequences  in  which  Dr. 
Breasted  is  seen  and  hc^rd  describing  the  work  of  the  Institute  and 
the  epic  rise  of  man;  a  flight  over  the  Persian  Mountains;  flying  in 
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a  sand-storm  in  Iraq  which  reached  heights  of  12,000  feet;  excavations 
which  reveal  fourteen  separate  and  distinct  cities  each  built  one  upon 
the  other  with  a  Stone  Age  village  at  tne  bottom  and  the  remains  of  an 
early  Christian  temple  at  the  top;  weapons  made  by  Stone  Age  men; 
wheat  from  the  days  of  Joseph;  the  stables  of  King  Solomon;  and  many 
other  archeological  finds  of  importance  to  the  historian  of  ancient 
man  • 

The  film  will  be  shown  locally  with  the  close  cooperation  of 
local  organizations  including  the  public  school  system,  the  Parent- 
Teachers'  Association,  and  the  Woman's  Club,  an   effort  will  also  be 
made  to  interest  tne  local  Rotarian  and  Kiwanis  groups  in  trie  presen- 
tation.  Further  details  will  be  published  in  later  editions  of  the 
faculty  bulletin.   Seats  are  not  yet  on  sale.

To  Members  of  the  Faculty: 

The-  College,  through  Its  extension  services,  has  received  during  the  past 
year  a  large  number  of  requests  for  educational  assistance  from  various 
emergency  relief  officials  of  the  State  such  as  the  Civilian  Conservation 
Corps  educational  advisers,  and  from  district  and  county  officials  engaged 
in  State  Emergency  education.   The  projects  which  they  are-  attempting  are  of 
the  nature  of  adult  educational  programs  for  persons  with  leisure  time.   In 
every  case,  individuals  in  charge  of  these  emergency  projects  are  compelled 
to  carry  on  with  a  minimum  of  funds  available  and  cannot  finance  these  pro- 
grams by  supplying  the  College  with  funds,  th<  method  by  which  other  extension 
programs  are  financed.   They  have  appealed  to  th«  College  for  assistance  on 
a  gratuitous  basis,  and  the  College  finds  its«.lf  unable  to  meet  the  great 
majority  of  their  requests. 

After  studying  certain  of  these  situations,  especially  the  C.C.C.  educational 
efforts,  the  College  requested  that  federal  authorities  make  certain  pro- 
visions which  would  result  in  a  better  educational  effort  before  the  College 
would  attempt  to  help.   Such  requirements  are  now  b^ing  met  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  College  will  be  able  to  make  some  of  its  educational  facilities 
available  to  'these  needy  groups. 

Therefore,  if  you,  as  an  individual  faculty  member,  find  the  opportunity 
to  offer  your  talents  it  will  be-  much  appreciated.  Requests  have-  touched 
every  subject  matter  field  of  the  College.   Faculty  members  participating 
should  have  some  interesting  experiences.   V»e  hope-  to  get  assistan.ee  from 
members  of  both  resident  and  extension  faculties.   This  work  will  be 
carried  on  in  cooperation  with  both  the  College  Committee  on  Rehabilitation 
Through  Self  Help  otherwise  known  as  the  Irvona  Committee,  headed  by  Dr.  R. 
D.  Anthony,  and  the  General  Relief  Committee,  headed  by  Dean  Steidle.   We 
wish  that  individuals  offering  to  serve  should  feel  that  they  are  doing  so 
freely  and  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

With  the  above  situation  in  mind,  the  attached  questionnaire  is  given  you. 
Mr.  T.  J.  Rung  of  my  office  will  act  as  Coordinator.   If  you  expect  to  be 
in  a  certain  part  of  the  State  at  some  time  in  the  future,  please  make 
note  of  it  on  the  questionnaire  and  Mr.  Rung  ..ill  keep  in  touch  with  you. 
You  understand,  of  course,  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  you  to  offer  your 
services  through  Mr.  Rung,  but  if  you  care  to  do  eo   he  will  be  at  your 
service,   borne  of  our  faculty  have  been  bothered  by  different  agencies 
asking  help,  and  by  having  Mr.  Rung  act  as  Coordinator  he  can  relieve  you 
of  any  administrative  details  in  connection  witii  this  service. 

Since  the  College  is  a  State  institution,  these  groups  believe  that  their 
appeals  to  it  will  be  heeded.   I  am  positive  that  cooperative  efforts  on 
the  part  of  staff  members  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  these  needy  groups 
in  different  sections  of  the  State.

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The  following  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards  were  a-dopted: 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  present  system  of 
designating  honors  be  discontinued  and  that  there  be  established  a 
group  to  be  known  as  the  'Honors  Group'  to  include  those  at  any 
graduation  having  an  average  "of  2.4  or  higher 5  this  action  to  take 
effect  with  the  June  1936  graduation. 

"It  further  recommends  the  provision  that  to  be  eligible  for 
honors,  the  student  up  to  the  time  of  graduation,- must  have  been  in 
residence  for  at  least  two  academic  years,  or  their  equivalent  in 
summer  sessions."

Some  of  these  films  will  show  the  almost 
human  traits  of  many  animals  including  the  engineering  qualities  of 
the  American  beaver  and  the  imitative  qualities  of  the  larger  monkeys. 
These  pictorial  records  were  produced  by  Dr.  Ditmars  in  his  own 
motion  picture  studio  at  Scarsdale,  Hew  York,  the  most  completely 
equipped  establishment  of  its  kind  in  the  world.   As  material  for  his 
lecture  he  had  access  to  the  vast  collection  of  birds  and  beasts  at 
the  New  York  Zoological  Park,  where  he  is  curator.

IIIHUTES  OP  THE  COLLEGE  SE1TATE 

A  meeting  of  the  College  Senate  was  held  on  April  4,  1935, 
with  Dean  Watts  presiding. 

The  Senate  voted  to  automatically  refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Codification,  tabled  recommendations  or  resolutions  to  be  worded  in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  recommendation  or  resolution,  and  at 
the  same  time,  be  in  the  style  used  in  the  Regulations  Affecting 
Students  and  other  codifications. 

The  Senate,  by  a  rising  vote,  approved  the  resolution  sub- 
mitted by  a  special  Committee  in  connection  with  the  passing  of  Dr0 
Oswald  Frederick  Boucke.   The  resolution  was  as  follows: 

The  death,  on  March  12,  1935,  of  Dr.  Oswald  Frederick 
Boucke,  professor  of  economics,  has  removed  fr..m  our  midst 
a  loyal  and  devoted  member  of  the  faculty.   His  twenty- 
seven  years  of  service  were  filled  so  fully  with 
activity  in  his. chosen  field  that  his  reputation  as  a 
student  and  scholar  extended  far  bey  nd  the  confines  of 
the  College  and  made  him  an  acknowledged  authority  in  the 
field  of  economics.   His  work  on  the  campus  endeared  him 
to  his  students.   To  them  his  challenging  attitude  toward 
life  and  its  activities  was  a  constant  source  of  inspir- 
ation to  independent  thinking  on  the  problems  with  which 
this  changing  world  confronts  us. 

This  minute  of  the  Senate  of  The  Pennsylvania  State 
College,  gratefully  recalls  his  service,  his  fellowship, 
and  his  leadership,  and  is  an  expression  "by  his  colleagues 
of  the  faculty  of  the  sense  of  loss  which  his  passing 
brings  to  them.

CRETE  STUECKGOLD 

Grete  Stueckgold,  prima  donna  soprano  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  Com 
pany  and  leading  concert,  recital  and  radio  star,  was  born  in  London,  her  mothei 
being  English,  her  father  German.  Thus  equipped  with  two  native  tongues  anc 
equally  at  home  in  French  and  Italian,  she  accordingly  has  at  her  command  the 
principal  lingual  resources  necessary  for  a  varied  program.

It  was  inevitable  that  the  Metropolitan  Opera  Company  should  engage 
this  radiant  singer.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  BOTH  SCHOOLS 

1.  A  scholarship  average  of  1. 

2.  A  certificate  of  proficiency  in  the  use  of  the  English  language  as  determined  by  a  standardized 
test,  supplemented  if  necessary  by  the  record  in  English  Composition  and  by  other  reasonable 
criteria. 

3.  Possibly  a  special  examination  of  specific  or  comprehensive  type  in  certain  selected  subjects. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  UPPER  DIVISION,  LIBERAL  ARTS 

1.  Certificate  of  Foreign  Language  attainment  demonstrated  by  a  written  examination  covering  a 
fundamental  knowledge  of  grammar  and  idiom  of  the  language,  an  adequate  comprehension  of 
representative  passages  from  standard  authors  in  the  language,  some  knowledge  of  the  history 
of  the  literature  and  culture  of  the  foreign  peoples  concerned,  and  by  showing  the  ability  to 
pronounce  and  understand  simple  phrases  in  the  spoken  language  which  shall  be  certified  by 
the  teacher  of  the  language  in  question. 

The  equivalent  of  four  semesters  of  study  in  one  language  and  a  grade  of  1  in  the  last  se- 
mester of  study  are  required  for  a  student  to  be  eligible  to  take  the  attainment  examination.
